all, exceeds thet of South Italy Up any of the numerous and 
beautaful ade valleys or upon the meadow) slopes and margs 
cof the Pir Panyal, almost any mn. of climate is obtainable 
‘Thus, while at Srmagar, in July the mean temperatuco 1s about 
75°, m the Lidar or Sind Valleys at a height of 7,000 feet, the 
sean would scarcely exceed 65°, at Sonamarg m the Sind, 
Aru m the Lidar, or at Gulmarg—all of which are above 8,000 
feet—the average daily temperature never eaceeds 40° and again 
ate height of 10,000 feet, or at 12,000 feet, the mean tempera- 
ture m July would not exceed 50°, while great extremes of cold 
mught even then be met with 

By the mddle of March the winter breaks up The spring 1s 
‘verv changeable and showery, often windy and cold , but by the 
Degmnmg of May the sun acquires considerable power though, 
on the whole, the weather contmues very pleasant until the 
middle of June when the mncreasing heat drives most people to 
Gulmarg By the end of August, visitors begm to return to 
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Snnogor, or visit different places of interest about the Valley, 
But iall the end of thet month the lower parts of the Valley 
are ‘worm and steamy 

autumn months are the pleasantest m the whole year 
wath clear, bright, but iauly coal, days From the muddle of Sep- 
tember to the end of the year, cloudy or wot days are few and far 
between In December there 1s often an early fall of snow 
and the frost 1s heen, but it 18 not tall about the muddle of 
January that the mam snow/all occurs. For two months 
even the lower parts of the Valley are seldom entirely free from 
mow, which often hes eight inshes or foot deep Enormous 
quantities of snow fall on the mountams around, and com- 
mrumeation with the Punjab 1s sometimes out off for two ot 
three days, a8 the Muzree route 18 blocked for traffic

Prior to the extension of the rulway to Rawalpnd, the 

Pir Panjal was the favourtte route to Kashmr It was the 


‘Route not resently revised 
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quickest way of escaping the heat, and afforded at least os 
geod a road as any to Kashmir amid the grandest scenery. 

Now the scenery remains, bué the other advantages are lost, 
Very few travellers now chonse the Pir Panjat route for going 
to Kashmir, and but a small proportion for leaving, The pass 
is closed by snow till the middle or end of Muy and after the end 
of October, of which times a detour via Punch has to be made, 
The road, a3 a whole, is bal—often not better than a water- 
course, Qerasionally in July the small beidges are washed 
away and the rivers may be unfordable for som: days, The 
early marches ere hot, and the climbing in parte is stiff, The 
bungalows aro inferior, Still, 28 a whole, the scenery is grand, 
and the traveller who elects to sce it and enter Kashmir by the 
Pir may indeed he fatigued by the jonrney, but will remember 
it ever after with pleasure, ‘The start is made from Gujrat on 
the North-Western Railway, Travellers would do well ta 
get information about coolies, supplies and accommodation 
from the khansuma of the dak bungalow, who will obtain ekkas 
tu do the first stage or the Tahsildar might be applied to.

PUNCH ROUTE. 


Barly and Jate w the year the difficulty of crossing the lofty 
fnow pass of the Pir Panjal mduces many people to tum aside 
from Thana Mandi and to make a detour via Punch to Uri an 
the Murree route, This is five marches aud on to Baranulla as 
two marches more, ‘Thus from Bhunber to Baramulla 1s fifteen 
tnarches, but two of these are very short. 

‘The osdinary route from Jhelwn to Punch ws given in Route 
S~and goes via Koth. Coutinung the Bhumber-Rajaon route 
to Punch we have— 


Thana Mandi te Sooran--16 miles—The path soon leaves 
the road to B , end, ascending stueply, crosses the * 
Rattan Pir at's more westerly pomt. Tt then desceads through 
the forest to the Sooran nver, which 1 crosved hy a bridge, 
‘There is o for path, and the valley gradually opens out, The 
bungalow at Sooran cuntains four room and beth-rooms, but 
is in a dismantled and dirty atate, Travellers tu Punch from 
the Kashnir mde leave the Pur Panjal route ut Baramgalla, 
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Earamgalla to Sooran—15 miles—Path descends steeply 
to the river ; it is rough for two miles ; thon crosses the Chita 
Pani river, is better for rest of distance, except where, owing 
to a landslip, it crosses & spur, The scenery throughont the 
road is splendid. There is a direct path by Choti Galli into 
Kashmir crossing @ pass 13,500 feet high (vide p. 69). 

Sooran to Sahri—11  miles—Path crosses the various 
channels of the Chitta Pani for half o mile ; next seven-and-a- 
half miles, on the whole, casy. The main road then leads over 
a steepish spur, rough wolking, A nearer path fords the river 
twice. Tast two miles geneealy goed. Best camping pece

The direct routes to Jhelum or to Rawalpindi lead south- 
west down the valley. If going to Kashmir it is two or three

Ponch to Kahoota—9 miles.—Punch is situated at tho 
angles of the Sooran and Bitarh rivers. “Up the valley of tha 
Tatter the road now tums, The river has been bridged. 
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The road is fair, but in places steep, It has been re-aligned 
and Kahoota is left on the other side of the nullab at the foot of

The bongalowis habitable, Coolies should be taken through 
from here to Uri. 


Kahoofa to Aliabad—8 miles—The road ascends directly 
after leaving the bungalow; soon after descends to a stream, 
thon steady climb.

Aliabad to Hyderabad—7 miles—This march is a steady 
ascent to Haji Pir Pass, 8,500 feet, on which snow often remains 
till the middle of May.

‘Hyderabad. ‘The bungalow was quite destroyed by the carth- 
quake of 1885. Camp close to the village, 


Hyderabad to Uri—10 miles.—New path bas been made.

. bad there is o fine waterfall, After skirting the sides of tha 
‘Till on the north of the river for several miles the valley opens 
out a little and Uri is seen, standing on a tri platean 
several hundred feet above the Jhelum. Hare the route 
is joined.

CHAPTER IV. 





THE GREAT WATERWAY OF KASHMIR. 


(HE River Jhelum, with its affuents, canals and lakes 
forms a sort of arterial system to the valley of Kashmir. 
The name a is known to the natives is Vyath, a cor- 
ruption of the Sanskrit Vedasta, The chief root streams from 
which it is formed unite near the town of Islamabad. From 
there it is navigable to the gorge below Baramulla, a distance 
by water over eighty miles ; but as the crow flies, about sixty 
miles. By water the visitor finishes his long journey from 
Murree, or the Dogra Rulers their journey from Jammu. By 
water the produce of the valley is brought into Srinagar, and the 
manufactures of the Punjab are distributed over the country. 


The best way of desoribing the valley is to revicw it as 
seen in a trip up the river, Let us first glance at the physical 
features. At Baramulla the river is about 100 yards broad and 
10 feet deep on an average. It winds with smooth, but not 
sluggish stream between flat, marshy ground, partly protected * 
by raiscd banks, but which becomes Jake-like in the summer 
when the floods come down, At first the course is almost north 
and the axis of the valley is crossed, The marsh gradually 
expands and deepens into the Wular Lake, the Jargest Jake 
in India, which is half encircled by mountains on the north side. 
‘Thence the river np to its first origin at Islamabad flows near 
the ridges which dominate the valley on the north-east, On 
Doth sides of ite course there are flat alluvial plains, partly cul- 
tivated, partly swamp; but in either case dotted over with 
numerous villages. .On the south side these plains are bounded 
by a low linc of cliffs beyond which clevated plateaux called 
karewabs, slope up to the Pir Panjal range of mountains. These 
plateaux are in some caces nearly 1,000 feet above the level of the 
river. At the highest part of one of them the author has found 
layers of semi-carbanized waternute (singhara) such os are now 
found so abundantly in the existing lakes, but most of these 
plateaux are alluvial in origin. 
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The river plain is apparently quite level, for the slope is 
very uniform. At Srinagar, which is 5,235 feet above the sea, 
itis about 55 feet higher than at Sopor, and at Islamabad 150 
feet higher than at Srinagar, The river receives qumerous tn- 
butaries along its course. Those on the loft bank are usually 
small; they drain the slopes of the Pir Panjal. The largest 
are the Suknag, from the neighbourhood of Gulmarg ; the Dudh- 
ganga, from Ludurmarg which flows into the south of Srinagar ; 
the Rambiarta, from the Pir Pass ; and the Veshau, from Konsar 
Nog, which join and forma navigable stream, joining the Jhelum 
below Bijbehara, In most oases these rivers and their feeders 
cut their way deep through the alluvial platcaux bordering 
the mountain, but. emerging on the lower plain, become slug. 
gish, and some of the smaller become quite lost in the marshes, 
‘The tributaries of the right bank are of greater size and import- 
ance, Thoy drain the mountainous region north of Kaka 
as farns the Zoji Pass, to the north of which all the streams flow 
into the Indus, and on the east in the Chenab river. 

The two largest tributaries are the Lidar and the Sind; 
other smaller ones ato the Harbuji, Arrah, Erin, and Bandipue 
streams, and Pohru river, the last of which drains the Lolab 
and northem slopes of the Kaj Nog, These rivers will be fur- 
ther described. During the winter the Jhelum becomes very 
low, and sandbanks almost obstruct its course, but with the 
rains of spring and melting of the snow it receiver a great acecs- 
sion of volume, which continues all the summer, 

THE MOUNTAIN RANGES. 

Kashmir, as o mountain country only, would never have 
attained the pre-eminence which its unrivalled corabinations of 
rich alluvial plain with lofty crags, clear streams and torrents 
with broad lakes, and shady chener groves with tangled pino 
forest have secured for it. As seen from tho Valley, tho Pir 
Panjal shows an unbroken ridge from the gorge at Baramulla to 
where the smooth summits af the Banihal range fade in the 
distance, This great ridge varies from 9,000 at Banihal and 
11,800 at the Pir Pass to 15,000 feet at the various snow peaks 
which break the akyline with serrated edge, lofty cono and. 


rounded dome, as if thoy were the silvored outline of some 
fairy city, The highest peaks are Tatakuti, about the middle 
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of the range, Sunsot Peak noar the Panjal Pass and Brahma 
Sukul further pond fess nee nce 15,500 ae and remain 

rtially snow-ca jut the year. the opposite 
Bie of the Valley the highest ae are further mn is 
many lofty spurs rise sheer from the emerald plain, contrast- 
ing, by their rocky barrenness, with the dark forest slopes of 
the Pir Panjal side. As seen from Baramulla or Sopor, Mount 
Haramukh, 16,900 feet high, though standing back nearly 
twenty miles from tho Valley, yet appears completely to domi- 
nate the scene; and its summit, ribbed with snow and rock, 
and embosoming vast snow fields, is often reflected in the still 
lake as if close at hand. Even its lower spurs rise 6,000 feet 
above the plain. Further on is scen the ridge bordering the 
Sind Valley, and beyond that again the top of Mahadev, near 
Srinagar, which is marked by the small conical hil] called the 
Takht-i-Suleiman. As one passes up the river other moun- 
tains come in sight, notably Wastarwan, the “mighty Was- 
tarwan " of local legend, # conical mountain connected with 
the ranges behind by a low neck; and so again another sum- 
mit, beyond which the Lidar Valley opens, and Mount Kolahoi, 
17,800 fect, is seen, twin sugar loaf peaks bearing broad snow 
fields and glaciers ; while on the right the Valley is closed in by 
a profusion of precipitous crags and snow caps, whence flow 
the Arpat, Bringh and Sandrin rivers, which unite at Khanabal 
to form the Jhelum, 

With this slight sketch of the physical geography of the 
Jhelum and its surroundings, Jet us return to the outlet of the 
Valley to mention the places of interest on its banks. 

RIVER JOURNEY. 

Baramulla is the chief town of the Valley below Srinagar 
or Kamraj, as the whole district is called. Itisatown of about 
800 houses, situated on either bank of the Jhelum. Above 
the town the hills close in leaving but little space for building 
and helf-a-mile below it the river becomes a rapid, dashing 
furiously through the contracted passage left by the cliffs on each 
side. It is then only navigable to the plsnng JHE ile hoata 
wed in the wood-traffic, The passage of the rapid in these 
has been more than once accom hed by ladies, but in cer- 
fain states of the river the adventure is not without risk, 


GUIDE TO KASHMIR, 30 


According to tradition and the Rajatnrangini in the reign of King 
Avantivarman, an engineor, named Surya, attempted to deepen 
the river bed in this gorge in order to prevent the reenrmng 
floods. A similar but unsuccessful attempt was made by 
Buropean engineers in 1902, but it has since been accomplish- 
ed by the electric dredgers, 

The town was almost completely overthrown by the great 
earthquake of 1885. Opposite the Sikh Fort, which was then 
ruined there is a massive wooden bridge of the usual Kash- 
miri pattern; on the opposite side are the remains of an old 
Moghul serai, The town is not specially noted for any manu- 
factures or buildings. Half-a-mile below the town, on the nght 
hank, is an old gateway across the road, the remains of the 
ancient fortifications. Qloce by are one or two springs, im- 

ed with sulphuretted hydrogen, and held in some repute 
bya natives, Thetemperature ofthe water2s uniform in winter 
and summer, ahont 65° Fahr, One mule further down, on the 
some side, are the remains of an old temple ane ina tank. 
They are very small, The neighbourhood is famed for bears 
carly in the summor, 

There is an abundant choice of boat here. Baramulla is 
a thriving place of business, being the chief depot of the trade 
with the Punjab. The orchards of the neighbourhood arc famed 
for their apples. A dircot road loads from Baramulla to Gulmarg 
which will subsequently be described. 

Dubgamiso little villago on the right bank some six orseven 
miles by river above Barmulla. It 1s at the junction of the 
Pohru river from the Lolab with the Jhelum. Part of tho 
journey to the Lolab may thus be performed by wator, At Dub- 
gam, are some extensive hop plantations originally planted 
the Murree Brewery Company. The house then occupied by this 
Manager was so completely lovellod by tho earthquake as to 
afiord some ground for the popular statement that the carth 
opened and swallowed it up bodily: Passing up the river tho 
Tow hills on the left bank gradually merge into the open plain, 
and that agnin into marsh and lake. 

Sopor—Tha next place of any size is about cight miles by 
road, and half as mush again by water from Baramulle, It 
is a town of about 600 houses. The river is here very broad. 
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‘There is a dispensary and a school near the bridge. On the 
left bank is a large mosque, or rather zierat, called the Shab 
Hamaden. Most of the houses have been rebuilt since the 
earthquake, Sopor is the starting place for trips to the Loleb, 
Nagmarg and Gulmorg, Although the ground around for many 
miles is swampy, Sopor is o bracing, healthy place, A breeze, 
usually blows off the lake in the afternoon. Late in the sum- 
mer mosquitoes abound, it is the favourite resort for anglers 
as the mahseer fishing is good. 

For the Wular Lake and shores, see page 104, 

During the carly part of the year, and when the river is 
high, boats go direct from Sopor to Shadipur by the Nuru Canal 
avoiding the Wular Lake, or merely skirting a small portion of 
it. The limit of the lake is at Shahgund and Naid Khai, both 
of which suffered terribly from plague in 1904. Enst of Naid 
Khai is another large stretch of water. From this one canal 
leads north-east to below Sumbal, and from this the ancient 
ruins of Anderkut may be easily visited, : 

The Nuru Canal is more direct to Shadipur, about § miles 
on, where the river is rejoined. A small boat Jeaving Baramulla 
very early in the morning should by this route arrive at Shadipur 
before sunset. : 

Tf the lake has to be crossed it is well to leave Sopor in 
the evening, and to moor at Ningal till early morning; as oven 
in the finest weather the boatmen fear crossing the lake later, 
in the day, The mouth of the Jhelum at Baniar is five hours’ 
tow from Ningal. 

During the summer, if there is insufficient water in the 
Shadipur Canal, boats usually join the river by a small canal 
flowing into the lake near Madwan. This leaves the river at 
Hajan, a large village where there is good fishing. It is slow 
work travelling up the long bend of river between this and 
Sumbal, a large village eight miles or so upstream, where the 
river is crossed by a bridge. 

Sumbal is the starting point for the trip by boat to the 
Manasbal lake, which is partly enclosed. by the low hill called 
Aha Teng near by. 
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Sumbal is a good place for fishing, nnd there arc some 
fine chenar trees shading an encampment on the left bank near 
the bridge. Six miles up the river is Shadipur, on the right 
bank is the broad mouth of the Sind river, on the Icft the Nura 
Canal flows out. Below this marriage of the waters (whence 
the namo Shadipur) is 2 small artificial island with a chenar 
tree, which, tradition says, never grows, There is a fine bridge 
over the Nuru Cannl. Opposite Shadipur there is large grove 
of chenars and a nico place for house-boats to moor in the cold 
Sind water, with pleasant walks. 

Ganderbal, a dew hours’ journey up the Sind river, has a 
growing reputation as a good place for house-bonts in tho hot 
weather, But when the river falls in autumn there is some 

. tisk of Jarge honse-boats sticking in the sand, and only being dug 
out at great expense.” 

There are pleasant shady encamping grounds on the banks. 
The Sind river is only navigable os far as Gandorbal, wheneo 
people start for the joumey to Sonamary and Ladakh. Across 
the marches there is a way to Srinagar. [¢ leads into the Anchar 
Lake below the city, thence by the Mar Canal to the Dal Lake, 
Tt takes about the same time as the river route, By road it 
is eight miles from Shadipur to the ait by water some dis- 
tance further. re acs Srinagar; the Fort and the tomplo- 
crowned Takhti-Suleiman are well seen. Houso-boats ore 
sometimes moored at Shalteng, 2 mikes below the city; in 
some respects it is a convenient place, but the river water is 
rather foul, and there is no safi drinking or cooking water 
nearer than tho city.

CHATTABAL WEIR 
wes opened in 1916 by H. H, the Maharaja below the seventh 
bridge, The object of the weir is to maintain o snfficient depth 
of water in the river Jhelnm and its tributary oanals—Tstnti

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Kul, Mar Nala and Kut Kul. The weir is lowered about the 
first week of every Hindu month. Its completion will increase 
facilities for navigation in and about the city of Srinagar for 
@ period of at least six months. The weir will raise the water 
level to about 6,181 fect, or some 7 feet highor than its minimum. 
evel at site so that even large boats will, in future, be able 
o traverse the canals and enter the Dal freely during the year. 

The length of the woir is 453 fect, The lock is capable of 
passing boats 20 feet wide and 150 feet long. 

The contract was carried out by Mr, Avery at a cost of 
Rs, 1,16,700. 

Holf a mile above Shalteng is a cnstoms-house called Chat- 
tabal, where the road leaves the river bonk and passes direct 
by the race-course and porade-ground to the first bridge. When 
the river is high, boats go direct by the Kut-i-Kul Canal, which 
Jeaves the river at the Shergarhi Palaco below the first bridge 
and rejoins it by the seventh or last bridge. The aoe 
quarters aro all above the city, Some in the Chenar and Hari 
Singh Baghs, and others at the Munshi Bagh, more than a mile 
above the first bridge. 

The time taken for a journey from Baramulla to the Sri- 
nagar depends very much on the state of the river and its banks, 
the size of the boat and number of rowers, etc, Baramulla to 
Sopor is half-a-day by dunga. 


When the Nura Canal is navigable a dunga witha crew 
of four ought to do the journey in one-and-a-half days or Jess, 


If the Wolar has to be crossed two or more days will be 
spent en rouie, but house-boats travel much slower and aré 
altogether held up by high opposing wind. 

Going down the river by shikari boat the Wular Lake 
should be reached in eight hours; or by the Nurn Canal, Sopor 
in nine hours. Baramulla is about three-and-a-half hours’ 
journey below Sopor. Dungas take double this time. 


If the Shadipur Canalis closed the Wassi Khan nullah from 
off Asham is available.

Below the Munshi Bagh is the Samvacar Cvs, It contains 
the usual reading room, billiard and card-rooms, and there is a 
large assembly room. It is a well stocked Institution, both as 
to books and papers.

Behind the Club are the tennis courts, 


The Residency is a palatial building with well wooded 
grounds. It replaces a house injured in the earthquake. The 
specia] features of the new one are the handsome carved pillars, 
wainscots and ceilings. The house of one Assistant Resident 
is on the east side of the Residency, and the Post Office on the 
other, with the polo ground behind. This is much used for 
cricket and occasiona] gymkhanns. Behind this is the long 
poplar avenue, in which are situated the houses of the Com- 
missariat Officer and the Ist Assistant Resident; the small 
Roman Catholic Chapel, and the Settlement and Accountant- 
General’s Offices. 

More conspicuous is the large Hore: opened in 1900 by 
Nedou and Sons, There is oxtensive and comfortable private 
accommodation, and the public rooms are spacious. 

There is no dak bungalow at Srinagar. 

The golf ground is to the north of the avenue. All the 
old poplars have recently been cut down, Below the Residency 
comes the Post Office, the Motor Agency, then the Hari Singh 
Bagh. On the river bank are the chief agencies and shops, and 
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easy to get them out, if the river 1s too lugh or too low. When 
the nveris high, there 1s plenty of water im the canal which runs 
to the back of the Munshi Bagh.

We will visit these now in tom, Keeping to the left for 
half-a.mle, we pass under a bridge and, traversing a march, 
enter the city. The canal 1s here called the Mor Nallah i 
Decomes very picturesque, bubshould only be visited when full 
of water, as the dirt and smell 1s otherwise appalling, 


Near sts commencement is the Dilawar Khan Bagh, with 
the State School. Further on the canal is overshadowed by 
lofty houses, some raised on piles, or wth projecting balcomes, 
many semi-rminous, some massive and bult up on the plunder 
of old stone temples. tas crossed by several bndges, usually 
heavy stone structures, two of which ate covered mith shops, 
Here and there are stone ghats crowded with picturesque figures, 
Farther down the city thins, and there are gardens adjomng 
the canal. The canal termmnates in the Anchar, an extensive 
shallow march or lake, through which there 1s a way to Gander. 
bal and the Sind mver, Near its termmation 1s the Redgah, 
Thus 1s a wide park-like plain, where certain melas are held, 
At one éndis the Al Maspd, a fine mosque recently repaired, 
Tt consists of one large hall with lofty roof supported by deodar 
pllars, It was built im the 15th century, The Juma Masyd 
1s best visited from the Mar Nullah It 1s about halfway 
down on the nght, and five minutes’ walk from the canal, It 
is a fine massive building, one hundred and twenty yards square, 
with a grassy quadrangle m the mddle, Its chef 

are the tows of deodar pillars supporting the roof. Some of 
these stately shafts are 70 feet ugh, If wsited on a Friday, 
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for healthinoss. There are one or two encamping grounds on the 

lake which, for beauty and salubrity, are far superior to the 

baghs in Srinagar, and which are readily accessible. 

na The Sonawar encampment above the Munshi Bagh is siry 
cool. 


House-boats can be moved anywhere along the river front 
and a site reserved if electric lighting is paid for. Shade is 
advisable for these boats, The best is near the island which 
is also a good place for camping. A mile above the houses is the 
Ram Munshi Bagh, which was a good place for boats, or tents, 
but houses have now been built in the best place. 


Srinagar is very popular among visitors and deservedly so. 
For two months nae year—July and Angust—the climate 
is hot and somewhat humid, in spite of its elevation (5,200 fect), 
but in the spring and autumn it is very pleasant. Those who 
can obtain houses naturally make Srinagar their temporary 
home, but even for others it is the best headquarters. The 
attractions of the Dal Lake, the river and canals, make boating 
very enjoyable. There are few roads with pretty, or interesting 
Tides, For all purchases of Kashmir wares Srinagar is the only 
market; so that travellers, whether merely passing through 
to more distant parts, or sportsmen. or those who merely want 
change of air and pleasure, all find their natural centre in Sri- 
nagar. In this way there is a certain amount of society formed. 
Early in May arrangements are usually made for carrying on 
Jawn-tennis, cricket and polo, for the short season of six weeks. 


Beyond these public amusements there is little society 
unless, perchance, the Resident is socially inclined and goes in 
for entertaining. Nor, with such o shifting scone as Srinagar 
life shows, is much society possible ; as visitors are so constantly 
starting out on expeditions, near or far, and, as a rule, do not 
care for tennis parties, dinners, &e. At Gulmarg the cnse is 
different, for there life threatens to be more monotonous, and 
having taken the trouble to climb 3,000 feet, people are not in a 
hurry to leave again. So the round of tennis, golf, races, and 
picnics is entered into with more vigour. Most people spend 
two or three months at Gulmarg. 
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There are many sights and places of interest, in, or about, 
Srinagar. The city of Srinagar contains about 141,735 people, 
of whom more than three-fourths are Muhommadons. It 
has few streets of any importance. A few years ago oxtensive 
fires laid portions of the city in ashes. In these placos now 

wed roads have been constructed ; many of the old strocts 

ve been paved, others, especially on the north side, are still 
narrow and filthy. But further improvemonts are now being 
carried out. The river is the chief highway. Public buildings 
are few,

Lower down, on the left bank, is the Pathar Masjid, built 
of limestone.

Below the fourth bridge is the tomb of Zain-wl-Abadin, one 
of the most renowned of the early Mnrhammadan kings of Kash- 
mir, The tomb, now rather ruinous, is built of brick, In 
the enclosure are some interesting fragments and inscriptions 
the oldest in Kashmir, in the Pali character, discovered by Rev. 
Dr. Abbott. The Maharaj Ganj, or new bazar, is near below on 
the right bank. A fine stone landing place leads to a terrace 
facing the river with shops. Ten minutes’ walk from here is 
the Juma Masjid. The Kashmir art manufsctures can best 
be seen at Mr. Hadow’s factory. This oan be easily reached 
from the third bridge, Fatteh Kadal. It is close behind the city 
on the left baik, about eae ee The 
large temple in sight, on the right , WAS a few years

Close to the back of the Munshi Bagh 
is the road from Srinagar to Pampur, of which more anon. 
Another road leads across the lower slope of Takht-i-Suleiman 
through the village of Drogjun over the Dal Gate, and by acause- 
way into the city in the direction of the fort, Keeping to the 
right one oan thus ride to the Nasim Bagh on the Dal Lake, 
Half an hour's ride from the Munshi Bagh takes one to the Fort 
or Hari Parbat; or keeping to the left, the city is entered, and 
some narrow stony roads Jead to the Juma Masjid and the new 
bazar, All these places cannot be visited at the same time, 
and many of them are more accessible by water; so we will 
describe them separately. ‘ 

The Taxur-rSuiemanx, standing out from the higher 
ranges, commands a fine view up and down the valley, It rises 
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over 1,000 feet above the plains. It should be climbed as early 
in the season and as early in the day as possible. It is quite 
accessible to climbers from every sil n sometimes go up 
the face, There are, however, three prominent ridges, each 
of which gives an casier ascent. That on the west starts from ao 
cemetery, which is five minutes’ walk from the Munshi Bagh, 
Most of the way there are stone stops ; the path 1s steepest at 
the beginning. On the easta path loads up the lull from ao 
depression or neck, joining the Takht to the higher ridges, This 
path is nowhere very steep, though mther stony. alt way 
up, on the right, is e small copse of pinus excelsa. Another 
easy path leads up from the comor of the lake called Gagribal, 
In the morning the first of these is the shadiest, and consequently 
the coolest. In the evening the second road is certainly pre- 
ferable. Going up, the view becomes more and more extended.

visible. Nearer, a Five streak in the valley reveals the Wolar 
Lake, to the right of which is a frowning range of precipices, 
culminating in the hoary Haramukh, Almost at one’s feet is 
the city mapped into clearest relief, and the Dal Lake reflecting 
brilliantly the rugged mountains which rise from its shores,

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&c, About 2,000 in-patients are received yearly and fed gratui- 
tously. Over 6,000 operations are performed annually, The 
income, derived from voluntary sources and fees, is about fifty 
thousand rapecs a year, 

The pretty Hospital Chapel was designed by Sir M. Nether- 
sole, There are three Mission Surgeons, who are always ready to 
show visitors over the institution, which during recent years, has 
been visited by Barl Roberts, Lady Lansdowne, Lady Minto, 
Lord Kitchener, Lord and Lady Hoardinge, Lord and Lady 
Chelmsford, and Lord and Lady Reading. 

One pavilion is named after the late Maharaja Sir Partab 
Singh, ¢.c.8.1, who, accompanied by the then Resident, Colonel 
Barr, 6.8.4, opened it in 1893, 


WATER EXPEDITIONS, 
Up to the river, half an hour’s journey, is the Ram Munshi 
Bagh. But the chief acquatic beauties of Sri are in connec- 


tion with the canal leading to or from the lake. In order to 
visit the Del Lake one might send on the boat beforahand to 
the comer before mentioned, and descend that way, The 
water-way to the Dal Lake is by the canal opposite the Sher 
Garhi Palace called the “ Tsunt-i-Kul” or Apple Tree Canal. 
It is a broad canal, overhtng by lofty chenar trees. Near the 
river, it is crossed by the Gao Kadal. In its windings the canal 
offers views of the Takht and the higher » Which, with the 
lovely combinations of massive foliage and clear flowing water, 
make the Apple Treo Canal remarkable, even in Kashmir, 
Nearlya mile up, the Chenar Bagh begins, and stretches for some 
distance along the banks. Sometimes it is entizely under water. 
Taking a sharp bend to the right, the canal passes to the village 
of Drogjun, below which is the massive gateway through which 
the waters escape from the lake usually Sat by which thay are 
restrained and preserved from the inflow of the river water when 
the Jhelum suddenly rises. In the floods of 1893 and 1903 
this embankment burst and much damage was done in the Dal. 
The é gate, or “Dal Darwaze,” was built by Maharaja 
Gulab Singh.

Juma Masmp. 


A visit to the Cathedral Mosque of Srmagar will interest 
misitors. The Juma Masjid should be visited at the same time 
as the Fort, It 1s situated between the south-end of the Fort 
Hill and the 4th bridge (Zama Kadal). The mosque was found- 
ed in 1888 A. D. (time Richard II) by Sultan Sikandar Shab, 
It was destroyed by fire in 1462 4 D., and the reconstruction 
completed in 1473 by Sultan Mohammed Shah. No record of 
the second destruction by fire seems to be available but the 
third fire ocourred in 1665 A. D. (Charles II). Reconstruction 
was undertaken by the Emperor Aurangzeb m the same year. 
The Emperor’s work was so well executed that it has with- 
stood until the present time, The ravages of 250 years have 
somewhat undermined the Emperor’s excellent work, restora- 
tion work was begunin Apnl 1916, andis well advanced. 


Outside the mosque, on the west, are some interesting 
tombs of former kings of Kashmur, There 1s also a curious 
muniature temple on a pillar two or three feet gh. Itis much 
the same pattern as all the old Hindu temples, but differs in 
having the pyramidal roof divided into three portions. It 
is not far from here to the Fort but1t umght be more convenient 
to mde over, specially to mspect it. A pass, which may be 
obtained from the Motamd Darbar, 1s necessary. 


The Fort is situated on top of Han Parbat, a long trap 
tidge msing 400 fect above the plam. The buildings are very 
poor, and the walls, though thick, by no means strong. An 
immense sum was spent over the outer wall by Akbar, There 
are a few sepoys and some guns. The city hes cluefly to the 
south of the Fort Hill, and can be seen very well fromit, To 
the west are some gardens and the rums of an old suburb built 
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by Akbar, The view of the Jake is specially good from here, the 
whole prospect is indeed very striking. 

At the foot of the hill is Makhdum Shah's ziarat, one of 
the most popular of Moliammadan shrines, In times of sick- 
ness, &c., the people frequently resort to it for cure, 

Since remote the sides of this hill have been the site 
of popular Hindn shrines, 


On the side of the Inke are the suburbs of Kraliyar and 
Renawari. A ruined Shiah mosque there marks the scene of 
a great riot in 1874. 


Bordering an offshoot of the lake to the north of this is the 
Jail, where carpets, paper, &e., ate manufactured, This is 
worth a visit, Permission should be asked from the Chief 
Medical Officer. The Leper Asylwn, of which mention is made 
on the next page, is close by, and may be reached by ferry boat. 
‘The ghat below is known as Kujiyarbal. Tho whole mohala, or 
district close by the fort, appears to be called Kilninada. 


‘There is e very direct road from the fort to the Munshi 
Bagh via Drogjun, From this road, near the fort, two others 
branch oh ea oe of ae sues the Saal a the eh 
bridge called Naiwidyar and thence by a winding path tl 
the marshes and by an artificial causeway, the Eutoo, across 
the lake opposite the Nishat Bagh to the village of Ishbar, 
‘halfway between the Nishat and Shalimar Gardens. This 
Toad now brings the water to the city from the reservoir near 
the Nishat Bagh, and has been raised and made fit for riding. 
There is a good road skirting the Jake to the anme places, 80 
that the Sutoo is little used, 

Another road, crossing the Bata Kadal, by a cause- 
cway to Hnozrat Bal and the Nosim Bagh, tis is inarked by 
signposts from the Dal Darwaze for several miles, 


THE DAL LAKE. 


The Dal Lake is a Jake measuring five miles from north‘ 
to south and two miles from west to east ; it is in parts shallow, 
and inclining to be marshy; in other parts deeper, and evory- 
where it is of the clearest water. On three sides a mountainous 
amphitheatre backs it whose summit is from 3,000 to 4,000 feot 
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above the water, On the ground, at the foot of these moun- 
tains, at the edgo of the Inke, are numerous villages surrounded 
jp eri and the several renowned gardens constructed by 
the Delhi Emperors. Westwards, towards the open flat, are 
first, the floating gardens—gardens made of earth and vegetable 
matter accumulated on water plants, then the half reclaimed 
marsh, alternate strip: of shallow water and made ground, and. 
then the city, The Dal is not one sheet of water, butis divided 
hy causeways and projecting marsh Iand into three distinct 
pated itis, moreover, so covered with aquatic plants that 

t little open water is visible by the end of the summer. Pass- 
ing up the Nasim Bagh Canal in a small boat, it takes about 
an hour from the Dal Gate to the Jake. At first the cana passes 
between small fields and orchards, thon a mile from th: gate 
comes the village of Renawari, On the left temple stands 
outinto the water, Close by is a busy landing place, where much 
of the lake produce is sold ; then passing under a picturesque 
wooden bridge, and through the village, the three-arched stone 
bridge, called the Naiwidyar, is scen crossing the canal, The 
canal here branches, one portion the said Kadal Nullah tuning 
to the left. Onits bank is an old ruined mosque called Hassan- 
abad. It was one of the few stone mosques in Kashmir, Close 
by it are numerous graves of kings and nobles of the 13th and 
14th centuries, This canal opens out into o series of wide 
lakelets, extending round the foot of Hari Parbat. 


The State Leper Asylum occupies ono of the higher outjat- 
ting points of land ; an admirably isolated and healthy position. 
It is under the superintendence of the Mission Surgeons. It 
has accommodation for 120 lepers. Some have been cured. 


The main cana] passes straight on through willow groves 
and gardens—altermating with opon spaces of water for two 
miles and then opens into the Jake. On the edge of the lake 
is a village with the large mosque called Hazrat Bal. A sup- 
posed hair of the Prophet is kept thre, and shown on certain 
grand mela days when half the city gathers to it, The Nasim 
Bagh* is a little further on, It is a fine park-like expanse,

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closely planted with magnificent chenar trees. It is wall raised. 
above the lake, and catches the breezes, from whence its name 
is derived. In the early summer months. before mosquitoes 
‘have become o pest, there is no mora delightful encampment. 
Of recent years some have been built; and their owners 
camp here for the sake of the sailmg. There have sometimes 
been regattas. The masonry terraces and the fountains have 
disappeared, but the trees arein their prime, and the view from 
under their dense shade, across the open expanse of the lake, 
and up to the snow streaked top of Mahadev, 1s © uisite. In 
the middle of this part of the lake is the Sona Lanka ot Char 
Chenar Island, an artificial island about forty yards square, 
banked up by masonry, Past the Nasim Bagh is 2 village 
and some large houses; near by 18 an oil manufactory. At 
this comer of the lake flows in the Telbel river, or, properly 
speaking, tay Peel pod it for aoa 
it is exceedingly pretty, Te is fishing. water 
is intensely cold. The canal to the Shalimar Gardens is a mile 
cast of this, and the canelitsolf iso mile in length. The Shale 
Bagh, asitis oalled by the Kashmiriss, is a larga walled enclosure 
on the sloping ground.at the foot of the narrow valley which 
here emerges from the ranges enci the lake, There are 
four terraces planted with orchard and C! troes, An avenue 
borders the long line of tanks down the middle, At tho end 
of each terrace is e waterfall flanked by o summer-house. 
On the upper terrace is o fine hall surrounded by water and 
fountains, The pillars of the verandah consist of palshed back 
marble from Pampoor. Former, the up upper part of the gardens, 
sotiga aim mins tho “Abode of Lovo,” was set apart for 
the Emperor's Zenana, The place is worthy of Jehangir's 
fair Queen, Nur Mahel, to whose love of scenery and taste the 
eta bear witness. Some years ago the 
po nal, Sorta the King's Birthday was oceasionally at the 

The weird scene on such oceasions, where the 

pe date tire illuminated the brilliant dresses and 
fair faces, and the splash of the fountains, mingled with 
the songs of the dancers, will live long in one’s memory, On 
one side of the garden is a heronry. In the court of the ladies 
to the further side is a Turkish bath. The approach to 
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the gardens is haunted by clouds of mosquitoes, which in summer 
evenings arc a veritable plague. Horses might be sent out 
hero, It would then be only twenty minutes’ ride to the head 
of the water-works at Harwan. By motor-carit is only half an 
hour from Srinagar. The reservoir Jake was constructed by 
throwing a solid carth and masonry embankment across the 
Valley, Surplus waterescaped bya bye-wash, 100 yards broad, 
with two pretty cascades. The area of the Jake was about 
‘twenty-five acres and its depth 30 feet. Butsince 1904 when the 
dam broke less water is stored. A covered masonry canal is 
taken off at the water tower, and winds round the mountain 
slopes to the settling tank at the Nishat Bagh. 

In order to absolutely guarantee the purity of the water 
and safety of a city so linble to cholera epidemics as Srinagar, 
it was felt necessary in 1901 to remove every human habitation 
and stop all cultivation in the Valley above the reservoir. Even 
shepherds are not allowed to graze their flocks. so this grand 
catchment arca of at least 150 square miles, much of which is 
under snow for half the year is now fairly free from any possible 
source of contamination. 

It is in the canal and river above’ the reservoir that the 
trout breeding has been carried on. 


The Inke with its dark pons water refleoting the lofty 
ake of Mahadev, is one of the prettiest sheets of water in 
Kashmir, There is good fishing below the bye-wash. By road 
it is 11 miles to the Amira Kadal. The road is good and 
interesting one, and so it is less fatiguing to go by motor than 
by boat, but we continue the description of the water circuit. 
Passing from Shalimar to the Nishat Bagh,* the boat 
goes under o stone bridge, where the Sutto crosses the lake 
and then enters the mit and longest portion of the lake. 
Immediately facing the _e is the Nishat Bagh, or “ Garden 
of Gladness,” terraced up the steep slopes of the hill. There 
is a large house fronting the lake: then a series of terraces 
with waterfalls and fountains which, as a rule, are only play- 
ing on Sundays. The upper platforms ore covered with state-

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ly chenar trees, and the waterfalls are of considerable height. 
‘The topis high above the lake and commands a grand view across 
the Valley. This is the prettiest place on the Jake for a picnic, 
and has the advantage of being nearer thon the Shalimar 
Bagh. Returning from the Nishat Bagh, the boat traverses 
the whole length of the lake, Near the middle of this portion, 
is the Rupa Lanka. an artificial island with a few small trees, 
Halfway between this and the Takht1s a narrow strait through 
which the southern part of the lake is entered, and then keep 
ing to the right, round the comer of the Takbt one enters the 
canal Jeading to the Da] Darwaza, which is Jess than a mile 
further on. 

The places of interest around the sovra Exp of the lake 
may be easily reached by road. A  bridle-path loads around 
the edge of the Takht, and is perhaps the prettiest ride in Sri- 
pagat. The carriage toad along the south side of the Takht 
crosses the low neck by which it is joined to the higher hills, 
and skirts the Inke, From the Munshi Bagh to this neck, or 
the cap, as it is culled (Kashmiri, Art-gaj) is twenty minutes 
walk, From it a wide view is gained over the Valley and over 
the Iake. On the left, at the foot of the Takht, is Gup-kar, 
the former distillery and wine manufactory. This name is 
probably derived from Gopaditya, asixth century king. Below 
i on the lake shore is 2 pretty grove of plane trees, tinuin;

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skill their success was due, Bettor qualities of fruit are also 
being sucerssfully introduced. The road to the Nishat Bagh 
is a good one and very pretty. From the Munshi Bagh to 
Chashma Shahi is about threo miles, thence to the Nishat Bagh 
two miles, and from the Nishet to Shalimar two miles, A 
rider might roturn by the Nasim Bagh and fort, but if this is 
too far the Suteo or embankment across the lake offers a much 
nearer alternative return road from Ishbar, the first village 
beyond the Nishat Bagh, 


_ Tho Valley above the Shalimar Gardens is pretty. It 
isa eae but rough walk to follow the water-course supply- 
ing the Nishat Bagh round the corner of the hill towatds Panz- 
gam. : 

Enterprising walkersand climbers will find several paths by which the 
mountains abovethe Inke may becrossed, either from thegap, the Chashma 
Shahi or the village of Bren; descending cither to the Panzgum Valley 
just mentioned, or the southern slopes towards Pampur, Zcbauwwan, one 
of the higher points, is 9,000 fect above the sea, and commandsa grand 
panoramic view. The path upitgocs straight up from the gap along the 
ridgo, or a botter ono goes from the Peri Mahal, Quick climbers wilt do 
itin two-nnd-s-half hours, Permission is required to onter the Rakh. 


From tho Chashma Shahi another long and casy ridge leads up to 
the Twin Peaks. 4 v 
From Bren village an hour'swalk up thealope lends to Baba Ghulam

CHAPTER VI. 


GULMARG AND THE PANJAL RANGES, 


Rn Srinagar wo tum to Gulmarg. Looking straight down 

the river from the Munshi Bagh, it will be seon that the 
western end of the Panjal Range is a rounded mountain usually 
partly covered with snow. If the day be clear, halfway down 
that mountain adark pine-clad ridge will be seen extending hori- 
zontally round the slopes, and with geod glasses itis possible to 
see, among the trees crowning the ridge, afew huts. This is the 
outer ridge of the broad basin like depression called Gulmarg— 
the Meadow of Roses. 

Gulmarg is about 8,500 fect above the sea, The mountain 
meadow to which the name properly belongs, is about two miles 
long, in places half a mile broad, and is somewhat crescent- 
shaped, Thore is ample level poe fora race-course, polo 
ground, etc,, by the side of which is a stream. On either side 
are rolling hillocks with scanty pine clumps. which merge on 
the outer or eastern edge into the low fire-clad overlooking 
the plain; and on the inner sido into the dense forest covering 
the slope of the mountain which rises behind. To the north, 
succession of similar meadows extends round the mountain 
side, Directly above Gulmarg at the forest limit, is another 
space called Killanmarg—the Meadow of Goats. A large 
number of huts have been built by visitors on the wooded knolls 
round Gulmarg, and especially on the ridge overlooking the 
plain. Of late years the Resident and most of the visitors have 

ne up there, There is a Church, Club, Post Office, Telegraph 
fice and Bazar. In June the place springs suddenly into 
life, and by the end of September it is again deserted. 

There is a comfortable hotel kept by Mr. Nedou with a 
Jorge room used for concerts, eto, The Church is ona knoll 
just below, The Meharaja and other Kashmir nobles and 
officials now have residences thore, 
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summer, Many of these contain large ponds or Jakes. The 
largest of these is Konsar Nag, of which more hereafter. 


ROUTES TO GULMARG. 


Visitors to Gulmerg should make all transport arrange- 
ments some time beforehand. Luggage will go by ckkas to 
Tangmarg, and most people go by motor, Some go by Bareilly 
cart starting in the evening breaking the journey at Magam, 
and arriving eorly next day at Gulmarg, 

1—{1) Srinagar to Magam.—l4 miles—The direct road 
is by far the most convenient way for travellers from Srinagar. 
It turns off form the Boramullo road about eight miles from 
Srinagar, and crosses the flood canal and the ag stream, 
thence leads across the level plains by Mazobama and Magam, 
where there is » rest-house and ahady encamping-ground. 
There isa Thekidor, and supplies can be obtained, There isa 
large good dak bungalow, Mosquitoes may be troublesome. 

(2) Magam to Gulmarg—13 miles—The road ascends 
steadily across the platean or along the banks of streams pass- 
ing numerous hamlets. Cars can only go to the foot of the 
mountain (ten miles) Tangmorg where is a serai, with 
special arrangements for riding ponies, kahars and coolies. 
There is a smalldak bungalow, a bridle path ota much steeper 
patent for the last three miles enters the marg by a gully 

elow the Residency. On the left of this is the Residenc: 
Surgeon's house. There is a shorter footpath which sands 
steeply and enters the marg near the bazar, The ascent from 
Tangmarg is about 1,500 feet, It is rather muddy in wet weather, 
but in fine it is beautiful forest path. 

IL—Another route is via Palhallen.—This is 5 smal] village, 
accessible by boat from Shadipur, and aboat eight hours’ 
journey below Srinagar, As the canal crosses the marches it is 
infested by mosquitoes. If many coolies are Bo wanted, 
it is necessary to send word to the Tehsildar of Baramulla two 
days before, Polhellen is near Pattan, the stage between 
Baramulla and Srinagar. The temples there are worth a visit. 
‘One of them was almost overthrown by tho last earthquake 
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andthe ground near by was deeply fissured. A hundred people 
were also killed in this village. Pattan is, however, quite 
‘ovo miles off the road from Palhallen to Gulmarg, which, on 
reaching the foot of the karewahs, tums to the right for a mile 
or 50, crossing & fair sized stream, then Icaves the Baramulla 
road and tums to the left towards the mountains; it passes 
through 2 ‘village, then mounts tho karewahs. It is ao plea- 
sant riding road, The distance to Babamarishi is about four- 
teen miles. 


Several villages are passed The path is stee 
in places, especially in the last two mules, which are through 
pine forest, Babamarishi is a large ziarat or shrine, named 
after Babe Pam Din, a noted rishi or ascetic who flourished in 
the time of the Delhi Emperors, There is a large building m- 
habited by the present rishis, and a range of guest-houses ac- 
commodating the numerous pilgnms to the shrine, In front of 
the monastery is 9 smal! open room for Luropean travellers. 

Babamarishi is 7,000 feet above the sea, The climate is 
fairly cool. Some, for whom Gulmarg is too high, may find it 
8 pleasant encamping-ground. From Babamarishi a well made 
bridle-path winds at 4 fairly easy gradient round the mountain 
to the left ; ascending steadily, the view extends, Itis about 
three miles to the top of the ridge, where it crosses the circular 
toad, and enters arg close to the chief bazar, Another 
path from Babamarishi fue he night ua vigsagging up 
the hill sone tours fe forest on te i wutiful glade, whenca 
a fairly level, path follows up the stream to Gubnarg 
which f enters the father end from the basa. This is one 
or two miles longer than the new road.

IV.~From Baramulla via Kontra, two marches.—(1) 
Baramulla to Kontra, 9 miles—From Baramulla the path, 
striking almost duc cast, winds first easily, then steeply up 
the ridge to Gohan, a distance of four miles. It then keeps 
to the top of this ridge, whence there is a fine prospect; and 
joining near Shimloran, the path already mentioned, turns east 
and gradually descends into a nullah, on the opposite side of 
which, amid a grove of walnut trecs, is the village of Kontra, 
Here the rond from Bopor is joined (soe above). 

(2) From Chota Kashmir.—Fivo miles irom Baramulla by the first 
tonga dak house, a path turnstothe east, round the foot of the forests, 
and passes by the village of Badahama upo wooded valloy. Fivo 
miles up this valley are several villages, in the immodinte neighbourhood of 
which isa large chasm mado by the earthquake of 1885. Herothe village

‘This is the bridle-path to the Ferozepore Pass and to Ponch, 
Tt may be seen from this ridge to wind slong the grassy slopes 
of the valley to the south; travellers would encamp at the 
Dotan of ths valley: and, ousting so, Hetouppore Pass next 
morning would descend to the little village of Gagri; thence 
it is two rough marches to Punch. 

From. the point where the Ferozepore route crosses the 
ridge, itis about an hour-and-a half’s climb to the top of the 
mountain or rather to that portion of itseon from Guimarg ; for 
the reel summit (height 14,800 feet) stands a mile back from 
the ridge. The deep hollows onthe north side contain two 
small tars, which are frozen—till far onin the summer,

track. Itis more than two hours’ climb to the little meadow 
and shepherd’s hut, called Allopathar. Crossing this, and 
keeping round the shoulder of the hill, the path enters the long 
grassy valley, at tho head of which arc Jakelets, still two hours’ 
ascent beyond Allopathar. The valley is called Gagrimarg, 
and the lakelets Gagrinag. This is o long day’s work, 

While the ravines above Killanmarg are full of snow, the 
best route down from the top is by glissading, I have thus 
come down in twenty-five minutes a distance it took four hours 
to ascend. 

3. The Ferozepore Noullah is the deep valley below the 
Residency. The gradual descent of 1,200 fect takes about 
an hour, Thence a pretty path along the bottom of the valley 
leads in about on hour to where the valley bifureates. Here 
is a charming spot for an encampment or picnic, there is also 
fishing, From here the valley leading westis that tothe Feroze- 
pore Passes, The precarious foot-path skirts the rough ground 
at the foot of the precipices, and lies in places on snow which 
accumulates to a great depth and resists the summer heat, 
Where the river burrows its way under these snow masses 
jt forms picturesque snow cavers and tunnels, best seen from 
the upper entrance, and about the end of June. 

4, Some miles further up, five hours from Gulmarg, is 
Banibali Nag, height 9,600 feet, a small lakelet formed by 
Iandslips. From this place there is an alternative route hack 
by the ridge above Killanmarg. The path up the valley soon 
joins the ordinary Ferozepore route, 

The whole circuit has been walked in eight hours, 

5. Below Banibali Nag three ravines join—that to the 
left (south-east) leads to (Kantar Nag, a lakelet on top of the 
mountain (13,250 feet) from which there is a view over the 
Punch side. 

The first day from Gulmarg the camp should be reg up 
this ravine above the forest limit, at about 11,500 feet. The 
next day the lakelet and pass can be visited, and retum to 
‘Gulmarg. ‘The retum journey from the camp would take about 
six hours, 
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6, Another two days’ excursion might be made to Zamir 
Pass, This is by the Ferozepore Nullah to ita bifureation and 
then up the valley south-west, It is two-and-a-half honm to 
the junction, where there is a log bridge, 


Then a steep ascent of 300 fect in forest. One hour to 
Gujar huts, Beyond thir often remains of old snow-bridge 
{height 8,000 feet). Keep np iain valley to right on cattle 
traakn one hour, Ascend through forest and grass"slopes two 
hours to shepherd's huts. close to prominent pine knoll, Hero 
camp, height 11,000 feet, Next day the Zanur Pass can be 
visited. There is some vary rough boulder work at the head 
of the ravine which the path on right avoids, Retum to Gul- 
marg from Camp in five hours, 


7. It is a longer excursion to the Toshmnidan, 33°35 N., 
7435 B., and the joumey may be continued right alongthe upper 
marge to the Pir Panjal Pass. The clurf difficulty is in arrang- 
ing for coolies and supplies, Of course there arn no regular 
bridle-ronds, and only cattle tracks from one shepherd encamp- 
ment to the next. 


Probably the best plan would bo to make a private arrange. 
ment for baggage ponies, starting from Forozepore, Kng, or 
Drang. 

The following brief account of a trip by the anthor would 
enable # pedestrian, with the help of good map, to find his 
way, The Kashmiri shepherdsonly knewtho few miles nearest 
their own grazing-grounds. We went bymap chuefly, MGlk and 
sheep are the only supplics to bo got, 

First day—Gulmarg to Camp (Bandi) ten hours, including 
halts.

Second day-—Start from Bandi north-east, ascending 800 
feet to a grassy ridge. In front the left is a grassy valley and 
arg with huts and acanal, Keep cast along slopes, descend 
to and follow up the valley. At the hend tum north, then 
north-east to top of the Kral Nangel Pass, about 12,200 feet, 
From this a magnificent mountam view cast and north-east. 
Descend 2,000 fect to a vast rolling grassy plain dotted with 
cattle and shepherds’ buts. This is the Toshmaidan, The 
best camps would be on the ridge toits north, where there is shade 
ag wellas water. We crossed the ridge marked Lal Alam Shah. 
Aneasier path would be lower down to the marg and Gujar vil- 
lage, called Hakakhal, from which an casy ascent to the 
shepherds’ huts at Dorein where we camped, height 9,500 feet, 
Ten hours, including halta (sce also page 73). 

This is one of the most beautiful and secluded of margs, 
Large cattle tracks lead over into Punch from here as well as 
from the Toshmaidan (see page 69). 

Thitd day—An easy gradual ascent (three hours) over the 
shoulder behind Chanz, a rounded hill marked in map Chagga, 
then ‘cross the ravine ; a bridge over river from Tatakuti mom. 
tain (this bridge has long been in disrepair), then several miles 
of almost level moorland, Diskhal, height 11,000 feet. Drop 
down through forest to head of canal Mitekan, cross Sangsfed 
river, Phras Nag, height 9,800 fect. Here are some Gujar 
huts in an open marg, A fine spring not far off, whence the 
name, Total five hours, inclnding halts. 

Fourth day—Descend via Yusimarg to Nilnag (two-ond-a 
half hours), or following down Yusimarg to Pakipur (four 
hours). Here thoro is a ziarat and village with few shops ; camp 
above village near cana] in walnut grove. 

For Pakipur or Nilnag, vide section below. 

SOUTHERN KASHMIR, 


The whole Pir Panjal range from the spurs above Bara- 
moulla to the Banihal Pass is wooded with grassy glades at 
intervals, and the slopes are generally very easy. 
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At the foot ara plateaux intersected by the deop ravines. 
Above come tho forests; thon the upper margs, many of thom 
‘as level as Quimarg, then grassy slopes lending up the caay 
outstanding spurs, and narrow valley running to tho more 
diffioult rocky and snowy summits of the watershed. 

Wild and jagged as is tho lofty ridge, it looks from a dis- 
tance merely a serrated line. None of tho passes. oe the 
Pir Panjal Pass, are below 13,000 feet, and most of the highor 
points are between 15,000 and 15,600 fect. 

Some years ago all the peaks of this range were virgin. 
Several of the highest have now been ascended, the Toshmaidan 
Penk, also Tatakuti, Sunset Peak, and one or two othors, 
Some are so casy that 2 pony might be ridden up, others require 
skilled cragsmen with ropes, and many hours’ hard work from 
tho nearest possible eamping-ground. 

Lakelets—There is glacial snow in many of the highest 
hollows, with numerous tars, between 19,000 and 14,000 feet 
formed by old glacial moraines, Such are Gagti Nog (p. 68) 
above Gnlmarg, and Kantar Nag (p. 68). Further cast aro 
ten or twelve others, The largest of all is Konsar Nag (p. 76), 

Passes.—There are passes used by goatherds every ten miles

The pretty undulating and well-wooded valleys of Lamur and Roslun 
resemble the Lolab more than any other part of Kashmir. 

Thore are many possible paths, which may be worked out with s good 
‘map, and looal information. 
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HF castern or upper end of the valley is narrower than Une 
part below Srinagar chiefly at the expense of the alluvial 
plain bordering the nver, which is reduced to quite n narrow 
strip by the encroachment of the kerewah and mountain 
spurs. Numerous heatifully watered valleys, open into it, 
offering opportunities for gardeu-making, which the Moghuls 
did not neglect, and which stil, for naturel beauty, claim a vist 
from the passing traveller. 

The journey athe riveris not of great interest, Jt ocen-

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Pampoor ise small town on the right bankabout 
eight miles from Srinagar, Jt contains a somewhat handsome 
mosque. Below the town is a fine chenar grove where visitors 
encamp, On the bank, further up, is a lodge built for the 
Mahoraja. Tho river is crossed by o wooden bridge above the 
town, At the foot of the hills, which recede some miles from 
the river, is the village of Wesn, noted forits medicinal springs. 
They are tepid end sulphurous, Visitors occasionally encamp 
in the neihgbourhood forthe sake of bathing. Tio miles beyond 
these are other springs, esteemed very sacred, at the village of 
Khru, 


The limestone ridges west and north of Khoamoo end Khro 
are of special interest to geologists owing to the splendia series 
of strata open to observation, containing some richly fosaili- 
ferous strata (vide Middlemiss and Hayden in Geological Re- 
ports, 1908-1909). 

Atthefootofthe mountain, between here and the river, are 
the old Hindu roins of a toad el be rejoined 
at Latapur, 13th mile post from Srinegar.

Islamabad is the second town in Kashmir; it contains 
about 20,000 inhahitants, It is built round the feot of a comeal 
hill on whose side arv beach-marks showing the level of the lake 
which formerly covered the valley, The town is picturrequely 
embedded in trees and intersected by running streants, From 
the foot of the hill iesue numerous aprings, which are recived 
into stone tanks, The space round haa been formed inte 
tardens with heuses for the Maharaja, and temples, etc. In 
the town are other springs. Over one a mosque has heen built, 
Another is sulphurous, The water, especially in the tanks, 
swarms with a sort of carp which is considered sacred. Tho 
town owes a good deal of its prosperity to being the starti 

int forthe Jammu route, Some weaving is done and braide 
toble-cloths end floor-cloths arc worked here. Islamabad is 
the best centre from which to veut Vornag, Atchibal, Martand 
and the Lidar Valley. Just outside the town, on the Bawan 
rood, is the pretty Zenana Church Mission Hospital. The 
lady doctor in charge, Miss ‘M. Gomery, MLD., is glad to show 
visitors over the Institution. 

The conical bil] overlooking the town commands a ve 
wide and striking view ; it is ensily asconded fromthe karewa 
behind the hospital.

Vernag is nineteen miles from Islamabad. The direct road leads 
across comparatively level country with a low plateau to be crossed about, 
tho middle. The first helfof the roadis through fertile and often pretty 
ray The latter part is noroas stony and barren river beds, 

fernag is named from the copious spring which rises at 
the foot of the Banihal Pass, ina fine stone tank which, with 
the buildings and gardons, was built by Jehangiz. The situ- 
ation is lovely, There is good accommodation in the bungalow 
8 miles south-west on the Jammu road. Vernag wes a favour- 
ite residence of itsimperial founder, who desired to be carried 
there when dying. 

The direct road from Islamabad to Vernag, which I have 
mentioned, leads up the valley of the Sandrin river, and within 
three miles of Vernag passes close to Shahbad, o very large 
village with houses and mosques, which testify to its former 
importance,

In late summer the neighbourhood of the 
Wular Lake is a pestilentisl mosquito-hamted swamp, and 
travellers should endeavour to cross the Jake and get well away 
from its shores during the early part of the day, The best 
time to camp near the lake isin April and May, 

Watleb, Zirimang and Kyuans ore the favourite camping- 
grounds, The Jast ia sufest for boats, 


A fow miles beyond Tandipur, on the north shore, imme- 
diately opposite the river mouth, is Alsu, whence there is a 
route to the Lolab and ta Nagmarg. 

The village is a mile or so from the shore and on higher 
ground. 

Kyunas lies south-west of Alsu in the bay formed by the 
rocky spur Shukr-nd-din, 

Another path to the Lolab starts irom Byunas, and the d the bridle-path 
round the lake here aseends and crosses the low neck bebind the Shukr- 
ud-din hill; by road it is about 7 miles to Sopar. 

In the little hollow on the east of the rocky paint is Ziri: 
mang sud oa the west ie Wutleb, In stormy weather there is 
no safe mooring for dungas at either place. 

‘The lake iso lurge sheet of water with very ill-defined 
shores, Early in the summer it is often fifteen miles or more 
broad. But in the automn little clear water is left, the weeds _ 
are so universal and thick, The deepest part is towards the” 
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Jow hill called Baba Shukr-ud-din on the north-west side, on 
the top of which is the shrine or ziarat of that seint, a renowned 
‘disciple of Nur-ud-din’s. Near this the rocks come down to 
the weler, and a little distance out in the Iake is a curious 
bubbling spring. Near the mouth of the Bandipar Nollah is 
a amall idland with some ruins: one of these was probably a 
Barodari and was builé by Zain-ul-shadin. The other is an 
old Hindu ruin, formerly of grand dimensions, ond still showing 
some fragmenta of elegant pillers and arches, In the spring 
and ate aufumn some fine sailings may he ealoyed on: She 
Wolar. There ure freqnently high winds in afternoon ; 
this makes the passage of ordinary Kashmir houts rather risky, 
Storms collect or the mountains, specially over Haramukh, 
and sweep down the valleys with great violence and little wam- 


ing. 

Kyunas to Rajpur.—An interesting little trip would be the 
forest path from Kyunas ascending 2,600 feet to the protty . 
little basin Rampur-Rajpur, where there is a forest hut ; thence 
west down towards Sopor, or north over the hill to Nagniarg 
or across the ridge and down to the Lolab, The direct route is 
nob ‘fit for ponies ; but one can ride along the top of the ridge 
to the west for 5 miles , then joiu the Arwan route, and descend.

CHAPTER IX. 





THE TEMPLES OF KASHMIR. 


ol Bae are few ruins in India comparable to the massive tem- 
ples of Baalbec or Palmyra; but ancient India has nothing 
more worthy of its early civilization than the grand remains 
in Kashmir, which now feebly excite the wonder of European 
tourisis and the pride of Kashmir Brahmans; the massive, the 
grotesque, tho elegant in architecture may be admired in many 
parts of India, but nowhere is there to be seen the counterpart 
of the classically graceful, yet symmetrically massive, edifices 
of Kashmir which though inferior to Palmyra or Persepolis in 
ara ara in beauty of position so immensely superiur to: 
either. 

The numerous indecipherable ruins which abound through- 
out the valley, aud the immense suey of cut and fluted 
stone, built, or rather patched into tho walls of mosques, houses 
and into ghats and embankments, give evidence of how many 
have been lost of the series of temples erected by various rulers 
of Kashmir between the second and tenth centuries A. D. 

Fortunately it is possible to identify most of those which 
Temain, and they represent different periods inthe development 
of the atyle. 

Much that is very contradictory has been written about 
these temples, in spite of the evidence of history, conformation. 
and style. “It is certain,” to quote competent Indian archao- 
logist, who confirms the conclusion of General Cunningham, 
Bishop Cowie and other, “that all of the existing Kashmir 
temples were dedicated to the worship of Siva, and enshrine 
merely a conical stone, the popular symbol of that divinity. 
The interior, of the coll, or sanctuary, is seldom mote than ten 
or twelve feet square ; space ample ue the simple form 
of adoration which alone is raquired by va (Siva) from 
his devotees, viz., that they sprinkle water on the sacred symbol,. 
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‘ace round it with mensured steps, and finally crown it with 
Garland of flowers. The drain for the purpose of carrying off the 
waste water still exists in most of the temples, and is clearly part 
of the original structure being a projecting corner from some 
one of the few enormous blocks, of which the huilding is compos- 
ed.” Strengthening this almost irrefragable internal evidence 
as to the purpose of the buildings. we may add that Hinduism 
in Kashmir, from time immemorial, hos been the centre of Shiv 
worship, which abvorbed to itself the primitive serpent ot nag 
worship, of the aboriginal tribes, In many places this combi- 
mien determined the site of the temples, which oe 7 
a tank ied by springs or nags, the special abodes of the 
water make gods Whose form was in aha eases coiled ronnd 
the symbol of Siva. Elsewhere the temples would be surronnd- 
ed for the same purposes by a tank fed by a canal, as at Martand 
and Bhaniyar. 

‘The exact aye of the temples, and the name of the founders 
may in many cases be safely identified from the Raja Teringmi + 
and that of others dedneed with fair accuracy from modificn- 
tions in the style or from tradition. 

But the discavery of Brahmi script in tho enclosure of the 
Badshah tomb makes one willing to accept the earliest date 
compatible with the ancient chronicles. 


For a general idea of chief temples, we cannot do better 
than qnote verbutim, by kind permission of the author, portions 
of the paper on the Architecture of Kashmir, by T. 8. Growse, 
En. IG8., published in the Royal Asiatic Society's Transao- 


“ Owing to the great thickness of the walls, and the mns- 
siveness of the plinth upon which the temples ate taised, the 
exterior proportions are much more imposing than would be ex- 
pected irom tho insignificant interior, 

“Though less suggestive of Greek influence than the de- 
tached pillars of the colonnades, the pilasters, with their dsfi-

Tine and the just subordination of merely decorative details, 
are at a glance seem to be classic rather than oriental. Beyond 
the points above enumerated, the resemblance ceases ; the por- 
ches are curved into a bold trefoiled arch of similar character 
with English Gothic of the first pointed period, and the roof, 
instead of being flat and out of sight, is a high pitched pyramid, 
broken however into two compartments by a horizontal band 
carved with dentils and tryglyphs. In short, the adaptation 
of classic forms was complete just so far as the differences of - 
climate and the conventionalities of religion allowed. In the 
sunny Tand of Greece a roof was felt to be a useless encum- 
brance and therefore kept out of sight; on the snowy hills of 
Kashmir a substantial covering overhead was above all things 
to be desired ; hence the roof became a prominent feature in 
the design. In sculpture the influence of Greek art was unfelt 
since the archaic representations of the deity were too sacred 
to admit of modification, and were reproduced in all their pri- 
mitive rudeness in niches and on panels moulded with the most 
artistic grace. 


In all the Kashmir temples, ¢ Martand and Avantipur 
the cella forms the entire building. in some examples there is 
an open doorway on each of the four sides ; in others only one, 
facing east or west such a position enabling the rays either of 
the rising or setting sun to fall full upon the idol. In both 
cases the exterior effect is the same. When there is only a single 
entrance the porch above it may be made slightly more promi- 
nent, but on each of the other faces is a similar erection, 
though the doorway within it is closed. At the larger of the 
two Pattan temples the projection of these pseudo-porches is 
so considerable that they form deep niches or rather shallow 
chambers in each of which was once a lingam. 

Although the purely architectural details of the building so 
markedly resemble classical styles, yet in its primary conception 
peed pardlony spun tiy ooops ogre 


i ry i om one or more 
sides ; but in the more oriental form of Bengal the pediments 
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and gables are curved, By a repetition of the porch and the 
addition of flanking cellas the imposing dimensions of Martand. 
are attained (which may be raid to have the counterpart of 
the chancel choir nave and transepts of Christian churches), 

The carlicet of all the temples is enid to be that crowning 
the Takht-i-Snleman, called by Hmdus Shankarachara, This 
hill rises to the height of 1.000 foct above the plain, and over- 
looks the town of Srinagar, which spreads away to the foot of 
the opposite but somewhat Jower eminence called the Hari 
Parbat. ‘The first religions edifice on this commanding site 
wos built by Jnlaka. the son of the great Buddhist convert 
Asoka, about 200 B.C. In all probability there is no fragment 
of this now remaining. The temples was subsequently rebuilt 
and dedicated to Jyeshtevara, a title of Mahadeva, by Roja 
Gopadittya, who reigned in the VI century, A. D, To this date 
may be ascribed the Jaw enclosing wall and the plinth of the 
existing temple ; but some of the superstructure is evidently 
more modern, 

Of more interest and in much more perfect preserva- 
tion is the emall cave temple at Bhaumajo (see page 86). It 
stands at the far end of 2 natural but artificially enlarged fissure 
in the limestono cliff which rises from the bauk of the Lidar at 
the mouth of the valley bearing the same name, about half a 
mile from the village of Bhawan. The entrance to the cavern, 
which is more than sixty feet above the level of the river, is 
carved into an architectural doorway and o gloomy Tassage 
fifty feet in length leads from it to the door of the » Tt 
ino simple cella ten feet square, exterior dimensions, raised on 

boldly moulded plinth and syproached by a short flight of 
= The square doorway is by two round-headed 
iches despoiled of their statues and is surmounted by a high 
twiangular pediment reaching to the i 
trefailed tympanum. There is no record from tradition as to 
the time of erection ; but from the absence of all ornamente-

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The little shrine ot Payech (pags 80) comes next in point 
of antiquity, and in intrinsic beanty and elegance of outline is 
far superior to ull the existing remains of similar dimensions. 
The travellor Vigne regarded it as the most modem of all, hut 
apparently from no more solid reason than its excellent pre- 
servation. This, however, may be explained by the retired 
situation at the foot of a high table-land which separates it by 
an interval of five or six miles from the bank of the Jhelum and 
by the marvellous solidity of its construction, The cella, which 
is only eight feet square, and has an open doorway on each 
of the ard ae — only ten stones, the four corners 

i o single stone the sculptured tynpanums over the 
ai of four others, while two more compose the pyramidal 
roof, the lower of these being an enormous mass 8 fect equure 
by 4 feet in height. It hos beon ascribed hy General Cunning- 
ham, on grounds which in the absence of any positive authority 
-either way, way be taken as adequate, to Kinz Norenfraditya. 
The sculptures over the doorway are coarsely executed in 
comparison with the artistic finish of the purely architectural 

, and are much defaced, lmt apparently represent Bralins, 
Vishnu, Shiva snd the goddess Durga. The interior is still 
ocenpied by a large stono lingam and from the water-drain and 
bulls carved on the smaller pilasters of the doorway it is 
evident that this was the original intention, 

Of somewhat later date are the temples at Wangat (page 
99), These are in two groups situated ut the distance of a 
few hundred yards from cach other, and consisting-respective- 
Jy, of six and eleven distinct buildings, In close proximity is a 
sacred apring called Nag-bal, and by it the footpath leads up 
the heights of to the mountain Jake of Ganga-bal, 
a colebrated place of Bilpimage. Tt is probable that the tem- 
ples were erected at different times detags edd 
votive offerings after successful accomplishments of the hazerd- 
ous ascent. The luxuriant forest growth has overthrown and 
buried almost completely several of the smaller temples, On 
the summit of tho lorgest'o tall pine has taken root and rises 
straight from the centre in rivalry of the original finial. The 
architecture is of a slightly more advanced type than at Payech, 
the most striking feature being the hold projection and lofty 
‘trefoiled arches of the lateral: o 
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OE very similar character, but in more perfect preserva- 
tion, is the temple at Bhaniyar, This 1s much better known 
since it stands on the very edge of the high road leading from 
‘“Murree to Srinagar, about » mile-and-a-half from tho village 
of Naushehra, The actual shrinc is a cella of larger dimen- 
sions than usual, being 184 feet square in the interior, with 
walls 63 feet thick, suppor'ed on a basement, 4 feet square, 
of singularly noble proportions. It is the earliest example 
that still retains its original enclosure, a clowtered quadran- 
gle measuring 145 hy 120 feet. Though the final touches of 
the chisel have been effaced by time, the colonnade 1s in other 
respects almos’ perfect, The wall is pierced by a serics of 
pedimented ond trefoiled arches forming shallow recesses for 
the accommodation of priests and pilgrims. 

A few mules further on the road is another temple of similar 
character, but originally, as it would seem, of more elaborate de- 
sign. Here, however , the surrounding colonnade, if it éver exist- 
a has entirely disappeared, and only the blank wall remains, 

The celebrated temple of Martand is the next to claim 
attention, and is of far more imposing dimensions than any 
other existing example except Avantipur. It alone possesses in 
addition to the cella, or sanctuary, a choir and nave, or to give 
them their Sanskrit terms, antarals and orddhmandawa. The 
nave is 18 feet square, and the total length of the building 63 
feet. The sancluary alone is loft entirely bare, the two other 
compartments are lined with rich panelling and sculptured 
niches, The roof has been completely removed and lies in vast 
aasses round the wall of the buildings ; it is calculated that the 
height cannot have been Jess than 76 feet. The western entrance, 
approached by a wide flight of steps, now encumbered with 
ruins, is sumounted by a magnificent trefoiled arch and flanked 
by two side-chapels, one connected with the uave by the ex- 
tension of their roof over the natrow intervening passage. On 
the other sides of the temple are amilar lofty arches with closed 
doorways below. The pillared quandrangle, which is 220 by 
142 feet in dimension, varies in no essential point from that 
at Bhaniyar, but the carving is rather more elaborate, There 
are in all eighty-four columns, a singnlarly appropriate number 
in a temple of the Sun ; if, as is supposed, the number eighty- 
four is accounted sacred by the Hindu in consequence of this 
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being the multiple of the number of days in the week with 
the number of signs in the zodiac, The colonuade is distinctly 
recorded in the Raja Tarangini as the work of the famous King 
Lalitaditya, who reigned from 699 to 735 A.D, From theiams 
authority we gather, though the interpretation of the verses is 
considerably disputed, that the temple itself was buils by 
Rama‘ityo, aud the side-chapels, or at least one of them by 
his Queen, Amritaprabha. The date of Ramaditya’s reign is 
involved in some obsourity, but the safest conclusion is that 
he died in the first half of the Afth century after Christ, 

On the right baulk of the Jhelum, about half-way between 
the towns of Srinagar and Islamabad, stood the capital of the 
famous King ve re oe ~ after his own 
name Avantipur (page &), low two temples— 
one before his accession to the throne, the other and larger one 
subsoquently. Both were dedicated to Mahadeva—the former 
under the title of Avanti-swami, the latter under that of Avanti- 
swara. His reign extended from the year 858 to 893 A. D. 
The two temples are now well excavated. The gateways of 
both are standing and the colonnade of the smaller temple 
which had been completely buried underground, bas rocently 
been exposed. The style corresponds with that of the Mertand 

; but the sumi-atteched pillars of the arched recesses 
are enriched with elaborate carving of very varied character, 
while the large detached culumns are somewhat less elegantly 
proportioned. All travellers to Islamabad should visit these 
temples a8 fresh recent excavations have revealed a weulth of 
carving unparalleled in Kashmir. 

Tb is recorded in the Raja Tarangini that Ssniers Varma, 
who succeeded Avanti Varmu, and reigned irom 883 to 901 
A. D. In conjunction with his Queen Sugandha, dedicated 
to Mahadeva, under the titles of Sankara Guress und Sugandhes- 
vara, two temples at his new capital of Senkerapura, This 
town is identified with the modern Patton, where, beside the 
highway leading from Sri to Baromulls, two stately tum- 

are still standing. is a simple cella ; bub in the larger 
oe) a aeaty. neha, Be ile porate fre 80 decp as to con- 
stitute’ separate chambers. In both the architecture is of the 
same character as at Martend and of equal excellence, Here 
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and there the carving in as charp and fresh as if executed 
yesterday, but there are many ommous cracks in the walls ? 
and if the forest trees, which have taken root in these 
crevices, are allowed to remain and — the total destruc 
tion of both buildings is imminent, large one was much 
injured by the earthquake of 1885, 

Such a fate has already overtaken a most interesting temple 
situated on o diminutive island, called the Lanka, at tho en- 
trance of the Walar Loke, It was constracted on a plan entirely 
different from that of other existing examples, being o square 
(34 feet in dimension) with a single porch or narthex on the south 
side, projecting 6 feet beyond the walls of the cella. The ex- 
tetior was omamented with arcades of trefoiled niches in two 
tiers. These are so Gothic in character that they might be 
transferred without incongruity to the walls of an Englivh 
cathedral. The island is 4 deuse mass of jungle ; and the forest 
trees, which have already displaced a great part af the massive 
scasonty threaten soon to bring down all the remainder, There 
Appeors once to have been a surrounding colonnade, og a large 
number of finted pillars are lying about, but none é site. 

The temple of Pandrathen, the last in tho main series is 
next to Martand, the best known of all, in consequence of its 
close proximity to the capital. The pond bas been drained 
and plinth excavated, Access to the interior is, therefore, 
a matter of little difficulty which is fortunate since the domed 
roof is well worth inspection, being covered with sculpture of 
such purely classic design that an uninitinted person who saw 
& copy of it on paper would at once take it fot sketch from o 
Greek or Roman original. The temple is 18 feet square, with 
& projecting portico on each side, and displays, in a confused 
exuberanca of decoration, more expecially the repetition of 
pediment and trefoil, clear indications of a later date, It was 
erected during the reign of King Partha, who governed Kashmir 
from 913 to $21 A. D,, by his Prime Minister Meru, who dedi-

site hy King Pravarasens II, nearly 500 years before the founda- 
tion of the temple, but the old city was not entirely deserted 
till its destruction by fire in the reign of Abhinanyu, abou’ the 
year 960 A.D, ‘The conflagration was so violont that, excepting 
the temple, which was protected by the water about it, 
no other building escaped. There are in the neighbourhood, 
of Pandruthon some few fragmentary remuins, which General 
Cunningham, more than twenty years ago, amused himself 
by piecing together and reconstructing with a wildness of im- 
agination which his present mature judgment would be far from 
endorsing, The remains are simple as follows; first two large 
lingams, one 6 fect high, ercct und entire ; the other broken 
into three pieces, the Jower part polygonal, the upper round 
with conical top, which together made up a height of 16 feet. 
Near these, which are separated from each other by a short 
interval—is & huge mass of stone, being the feet and legs, as high 
as tho knees, uf a colossal seated figure, probably » Buddhist 
image, At some little Sara beyond thi Pre igolated 
has been cut, as it stood, into some sculptured form, apparently 
a chaumnkli, ¢,¢. a square pillar with a figure on eaoh face,* 
But the rock has been overthrown, broken into three pieces, 
and so defaced hy the action of fite that it is impossible to speak 
positively us tu the original desig. Of the three fragments, 
one, the base, is still attached to, and forms part of the natural 
rock, These four perfoctly distinct objects, vgz., the two lingams 
the seated Buddha, and the rock-cut chawmukhi were combined 

Captain Cunningham into a gipantic Phallic pillar, with the 
heads and feet of four figures showing at the base and centre of 
the column, while their bodies were made to disappear into the 
polygonal shaft of the large lingam, 

On the murgin of the beantiful Jake of Manasbal is another 
smal] temple about 6 feet square, sunk like that at Pandrathen, 
to some depth in the water, Strsnge as ib may appear, there 
is good reason to suppose that all tha Kashmir temples, not 
even excepting Martand, were orginally surrounded by arti- 
ficial ponds. This alune can explain the silting up of the Avanti- 
pur quadrangle. The water was probably conveyed from an 


© Tho pillar is limestone, brought from some miles east. 
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exterior reservoir into the courtyard, which was flooded to 
the depth of two or three feet, partially covering the plinth of 
the temple, while a stone footway was carried on masonry sup- 
pon omer the water round the margin of the volonnade, and 

the temple door to thoentrance gateway. Tho object of this 
carious arrangement was to propitiate the nags or waler-spirite, 
the [rimitivo divinities of the country. Jn proof of tho pr- 
valent ophiclatry may be adduced the ancient slabs sculptured 
with figures of ensker, which aro still occasionully to be scen 
worked up into the walls of mndera buildings, There is one 
at the temple guat Bijbihars ; perp: the most cous of all 
is at the village of Changes on the Bhimber route into Kashmir 
where, among a number of small lingams under a pipal tree 
is a rudely carved slab representing a serpent with its long coils 
spreading over the whole length of the stone and a devotee 
With clasped hands standing below. Abdal Fasl speaks of nearly 
seven hundred figures of nagas or serpent gods existing in his 
tind in Kashmir, 

One peculiarity of temple architecture yet remains to be 
noticed, and that is the occurrence here and there throughout 
the eountry of miniature models of temples, constracted in each 
case out of a single stone. The visitor to Kashmir by the Pir 
Tanjol road passes one, half-way between Shupiyon and Ramu ; 
there ix another at Kohil, near Payech ; o thin, builé up into 
tke embankment nf a canal, called the Nali Mat; and two more 
in the city lake, often completely under water, and hence much 
wom ond defneed, Several morc still existin the city.

CHAPTER X. 


LADAKH. 

Ka is half encizeled by the Indus, the basin of 

which from its source to ahout longitude 754° cast, a 
distance of aver 600 miles is uscully called Little Tibet, The 
upper hslf constitutes the provinca of Ladakh ; the lower that 
of Sknrdo, to the west of which is the Governorship of Gilgit. 
Theze three form the Trans-Kashmir provinces of the 
Maharaja's territory. 

Ladakh is a large tract of country, inclnding Rupshu, Zanskar 
Nubm os well os Middle Ladakh, and the lofty plateaux south 
of the Karakorum, Ié contains the Joftiest inhabited districts 
in the world, No part is below 8,000 feet, and a large portion 
of the population Ive at elevations of from 12,000 to 15,000 
Jeot above the sea, While this is the height of the valleys and 
plateaux, the mountain ranges average from 17,000 tv 21,000 
feof, and many peaks aro 25,000 feet high. Cultivation is de. 
pendent on irrigation, Wherever there is level ground, end 
ee is possible, there are villages whivh ate as verdant 
in their onsitio beauty ax the mountains are grandin their barren 
muassiveness. Being on the chief trade-ronte between Tibet 
and Western Asis, Yatkand and India, Ladakh hos been fra- 
versed aud described not only by sportamen but by scientific 
and political travellers, Among those who have visited it may 
be mentioned Moorcraft, Gerard, Ounningham, Thompson, 
Forsyth’s Mission, ete. 

A British representative, called the Joint Commissioner, 
resides at Leh during the summer to supervise the trade traffic. 

The history of Ladakh was clonaly connected with Tibet 
for very wany conturies, 

Travellers to Ledakh should read Francke’s short “His- 
tory of Wester Tibet.” 

Tt seems clear that in the pre-Buddhist period, parts of 
‘Western Ladakh and Zanskar were occupied by and Indo-Aryan 
tribe called “Mons,” and that these were either driven out or 
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in part subjugated. The Dards of Gilgit and Astor also extend- 
ed at another time up the Indus Valley to Leh iteelf ; and their 
rock sculptures and drawings may be seen et Khalatse and 
Hunupatar. The Chinese may then have been over-lords. 
From Dr. Stein’s researches at Khotan and tho Lob Nor deseré 
it seeme that the northem irrigable slopes of the Karakorum 
‘were partislly wetted with an Indian race, And it seems pro- 
bable that Kanishka (second century B, C.) and some af his 
successors ruled so far north, Then from the Kashmir annals we 
learn that Mibirakula (axth century A.D.) the white Hum King 
held Tartary as woll as Northem India, A contury later La- 
Titacity. reconquered Ladakh. 

By the tenth cevtury the Tibetan powsr began to posh 
back the Dards, sod for a long period Kings of Contral Tibet 
ruled from near Latte Manasarowar to the Zoji Puss, Tho re- 
ligions bond with Lassa was tightened about 1300 A. D. acd 
the old Boncbos demon worship was replaced by Lamaisia. 
Another 100 years later came Tsonkapa, the Lamm reformer ; 
Dut his success does not seem to have gone much deeper than the 
ebanged colour of ths cap worn by Lamas, and local patriotic 
feeling favouring the red sect. One af the faw notewortl 
Kings, Sengge invaded Central Tibet about 1410, 
‘Tis son Deldan seems to have been powerful. Then came aa 
invasion of ls, whick was successfully resisted, but from 
this time the power declined. King Delog invoked the 
help of Emperor Shah Jehan, and with the advent of Muham- 
tmadans who olready held Baltistan and Purig, the western 
eee epee ee ore el 

The held Kashirir, and Raja Gulab Singh of Jammu 
sent a bold Dogra leader, Zorawar, who had already seized Kiah- 
tiwar, across the passes to Ladakh. It is a romantic hit of 
history reminding ons of Cortes and Mexico, Zorawer was & 
bum leader, Ladakh and Baltistan were completely subdued ; 
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Maharajas of Kashmir have sent embassies with presents, to 
Lhassa, every third year, and through the monks a close con- 
nection still exists. Thus the Lbassa authorities summoned the 
Ladakh monks to resist the proposed British Political Mission to 
Tibet in 1886. Ladakh was formally made over to Gulab Singh 
by the treaty which gave him Kashmir, 

The population of Ladakh is 1,86,446. In Leh itsolf 
there are always inany foreigners. Most of the pees are 
settled, but some nomads or chang-pa inhabit the uplands of 
Rupshu, With the oxception of some Muhammadan colonies, 
tho people are Buddhist, belonging mostly to the sect of Red 
Lamas. The restricted amount of cultivable land has caused 
the curious custom of polyandry, where the eldest aon of each 
family chooses a wifo aud his brothers become also minor hus- 
bands. ‘Taus, and by the celibacy of hundreds of monks aud 
nuns, the growth of the population is restrained. Throughout 
the country monasteries ahound ; but they are neither so large 
nor so rich os prior to the Dogra svnexation, upon which 
thousands of ntonks fled to Tibet. 

The people are of Mongolian ty rt, compact and 
ugly ; except in Nubra, the average height would scarcely execed 
B feet. Tho men usually wear worllen capa with car flaps, 
vigtal avery thick long-sleeved cloak or choga, Joose trousors 
and felt gaiters and boots ; the women long gowns, with plaited 
skirts, sheepskin chogas and a cloth cap. On gala days they 
wear flat head-dresses omantented with larga turquoises ond 
brilliant dresses. The monks and nuns wear red or yellow 
caps and have shaven heads, Othor Indakhis except the 
Mubammadans, wear pig-tails, 

They axe a contented cheerful taco, neither quarrelsome 
nor revengeful, ur rately a0 under the influence of chang, & 
sort of barley beer. They are moreovor fairly honest and 
simple minded, and not so given to habitual lying as some 
races, They are conspicuously lacking in chastity and 
cleanliness. From simple and natural marriage customs they 
are debarred by the restricted nature of the country, and by 
the intense cold of winter from ablutions, which they also 
dispense in summer by choice. 
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The chmate 1s one of extremes The heat in summer is 
consideralle, owing to the vast tracts of barren rock and sand 
which reflect the heat poure1 down from a seldom clonaed sky

THE UPPER INDUS VALLEY. 

“The Indus is already @ cousiderable stream when it 
enters Lalakh, Near the Chinese frontier it flows between low 
sand banks on an open valley, Below the influx of the Hanle 
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stream it becomes o rushing torrent confined within nattow 
walls; opposite Leh, it has room to epread ont and divides 
into various streams, but it is soon conned again, und rashes 
through ravines, the mountsins beenming closer and closer 
until in Lower Ladakh the Indus runs through a very narrow, 
almest inaccessible gorge”—(B. Shawe). In this distance it 
descends several thousand feet, and the climate altera much, 
The upper eastern valleys are inhabited by nomnds during the 
summet months, In Central Ladakh there aro villuges whor- 
ever water is ohininable to irrigate the stouy or sandy fans; 
and crops ripen in August or September. In Lower Ladakh the 
summer hent is considerable, and two crops can bs raised annuel- 
Ty; while apples and walnuts ripen, But the sun heat is very 
great even on the high plateaus, where it freezes every night, 
A black bulb thermometer placed in the sun often registers 25° 
higher at Teh than in tho plains of India. Henos th: eight 
at which cultivation exists, Crops ripen up to 14,000 fect 
though an carly snowfall oceasionally spoils the harvest. 


In Kashmir thera is scarcely uny arable laud abova 7,000 
feet and even at that heicht tho orops often fail to ripan, 

The rivers rise enormonsly in summer, Shave estimates 
that the Indus at Leh discharges 6,000 gallons por second in 
winter, and 54,000 gallons per second in summer, The Zanskat 
river is about the same size, Tho Shayok river is estimated at 
the point of junction to bo equal to tha Indus, the tivo together 
at giving in summer 250,000 gallons per second.

‘Tho Pongong Lake belongs to the sam type as the many 
salt Jakes of Central Asia, evidences the same progrussive 
dessication. At one time its shore was hundreds of fect higher 
than at present, Its Jongth most thon have been much greater 
than now, but the whole chain of Inkes is still over ninety miles 
Jong, and from two to four miles broad. On the centre of its 
Jength, for many miles it: narrows to a mero channel of still water, 
‘The colour is an exquisite sapphire blue, with which ths oranga 
and camming tints of the sunset light on the mountains form 
Wonderous combinations of rare beauty. Ths formation of 
this lake, as also others which will be mantioned, is acoouuted 
for thus, The central valley having baen eroded to its prevent 
extant, the current bocame too slow or too small to sweep away 
the deposit brought from a side valley by one of its tributacies ; 
the waters were gradually diverted, and finally obstraotad by 
‘the formation of an alluvial dam which accumulated to a graat 
‘height damming back the waters, (To a similar cause but mora 
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rapid in action and of glacial origin, may be attributed the 
Shayok flood of 1842, of which the disastrous results aro still 
visible), With a large surface ¢: to evaporation, and 
but smnll supply of water, the Ioke has never accumulated 
sufficiently to overtop its barriers, and then cut down & new 
channel, as the Tndue hat done in several parts of its upper 
course ; and thus it is becoming yearly more saline. The depth 
is nowhere great; and a few centuries may transform it into 
another of those salt beds which abound in this region—Hun- 
tington’s ‘ Pulso of Asia.”

The great journey of Captain Bower and Doctor Thorold 
in 189] led right across these lofty plains for several mouths, 
They saw much game and occasionally met nomad Tibotens, 
There are many large salt lakes, Not many marches north-east 
of Lhassa the explosers were forcibly tumed back, and compelled 
to take q more northerly route. The whole joumey through 
Tibet was at 0 heignt of over 14,000 fect. 

Tn 1895, Mr, and Sirs. Littledale ond Mr. Fletcher traversed 
parts of the same route, crossing into Tibet from Yarkand and 
reaching to within two days’ journey of Lhussa ; when cheoked 
they tumed west by the trade route fo Rudokh. 

The exploration of Dr, Sven Hedin in 1907 may be said to 
complete our knowledge of the sources of the Indus, Sutlej and 
Brahmaputra ; he twice crossed the great plains, a second time 
in the depth of winter and explored the Trons-Himalayas, 
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The Di Lingzhithang, and Kuenlun aro wide salt 
plains of Ineeaiine origin, at z devation of from 16,000 to 
17,300 feet. 

Across or skirting them, there are several tracks followed 
by caravans to Yarkand in the summor. 

Qn the plains and in tho adjoining valleys are found tho 
wild yak and tho kyang ; the lotter, however, is more abundant 
in Rupsha. Tibetan antelopes are found in the Chang Chenmo. 

The plains ore bordered by mountains nsing to about 
21,000 fect. ‘These may be considered the eastern continuation 
of the Karakorum range. 

‘Westward the peaks rise to 25,000 fect and over, and still 
further, wher, termed the Mustag thero ato oer over 26,000 
fect—one “K. 2” being 28,200 feet high.

The Karakorum route cmsses, after leaving Nubra, the 
Saser (17,500 feet) ; then the Karakorum (18,300 feet) between 
the Shayok ond the Yarknnd river. At Aktach tho Chang 
Chenmo route is jomned; then the Suke* Pass (18,200 feet) to 
the Rorakash riveris crossed; and finally, ono of the passes across 
the Kilian range north of Shabdula. In winter the usual Kara- 
Korum route tums north-west from Aktogh ond noross the 
Yangi Pass, 

As a whole the mountainous region of Ladakh is for ita 
height the easiest in the world. Tho snowfall is little aud the 
snow Hine is above 18,000 feet. The valleys are silted up, and 
the rivers often shallow though very wide. 

‘There are many hamlets at a great clevation. 

Climbers might well direct their attention to any pructi- 
cable peaks of the Karakorum, before attumpting the ar mare 

i mountains to the west. 

Between the left bank of the Upper Indus and ths high 
middlo Himalayas lie the districts of Rupshu, Zanzskar and 
Sura, A few words must suffice for these, 
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Rupshu is the highest inhabited country in the world. 
Tis inhabited by the Changpa, a nomad race who live at from 
13,500 to 16,500 fect, and even in one or two parts raise scanty 
crops of barley and peas at 15,000 feet above sea level, 

The country has been called “a knot of mountains,” for 
the ranges hove no distinct form, Many of the high valleys do 
not drain at all and contain salt Jakes ; two of these, the Tsokar, 
are drying up. The shepherd inhabitants live in felt tents, 
which they move from place to place, while their flocks obtain 
@ scanty sustenance from the stony valleys and bare mount- 
Over these lofty valleys lic the routes from Spiti and Lahoul 
fo Tak, Se hee pees on the south being the Bara Lacha 
{16,200 feet and the Parang 18,300 feet), and on the north 
tho Taglang (17,500 feet). 

The trade route (13in Route Tables) from Kulu to Leh and 
Tibet crosses Rupshu, entering it by the Bara Lacha Pass, 
The Leh route leaves Rupshu by the Taglang Pass, The Tibet 
route, by which immense caravans of laden sheep travel, 
brenches off at Rukshin, thence round to the Salt Lake, and over 
the Polokonka Pass (16,400 feet) and throngh the Puga Valley 
reaches the Indus at Mahiye.

ZANSKAR, 


South-west of Ladakh lies the wild glacial zegion of Zanskar, 
The only inhabited ‘fn of this district are the generally 
natrow ravines of the Zanskar river. The Lp is very 
small, probably not more than 2,500 people.—Drew. 


The climate is very rigorous; more snow falls and fieroer 
winds blow than in Central Ladakh, ‘Trees are scanty 
even ot the villages, and are unknown elsewhere, With diffi- 
culty are the orops ripened. Communication with the outer 
world is almost out off during mast of the year. There is only 
a very difficult and circuitous route even to Leh, 


Most of the passes to Lahoul, Padar or Suru are rough 
and laborious. The Shinglun Pass to Lahoul is not very 
difficult and from July to Octobor is crossed by laden ponies, 
The Penso Pass into Suru is the ensiest (p. 211).

1s the capital of the Lower Shayok On the north the province 
of Skardo 1s completely shut off from all commumoation by the 
mughty Mustagh Range But with Indakh Kashmur and 
Astor there 18 intimate connection and constant traffic 


Untal conquered by the Sikhs under Zorawar Singh Skardo 
was the capital of a Muhammadan Roja whose descendants 
still retam the fatle At one time the Skardo Rajas muled 
a terntory, and even a Cintral The chenar 
foo by Chitral Fort were planted by one of them The Rayas 
of Khermang, Khapalu, Slugar, Shardo, Randu Astor, Hunza 
and Nagyr, are all descended from an early Raja of Hunza, 
and these iambesinter marry This did not prevent constant 
internecine warfare until the Sukh conquest 

Most of the mhalntants are of Tibetan ongm and Ley 
differmg not greatly in appearance or language from the Bhots 
of Ladakh but they are a rather taller race, and have been 
modified phymcally by inter marnage with thar magne, 
the Dards, and in somal habits, by ther adoption of Muhamma 
demem The upper classes are dstnotly Aryan

month, He has given the name Chigoro for K. 2. 

In 1909, the Duke of tho Abruzi with o well-cquipped 
Italian party explored round K, 2 and climbed Bride Peak to a 
height of 24,600 feet. Dr. de Milippi has written on interesting

Nanga Parbat (26,669 feet) is the culminating point of 
the Kashmir ranges, and is, in some respects the grandest 
mountain in the world. Though linked with the central chain 
of the Himalayas, it is tumed at right angles to the general 
axis, and is parallel to the Indus where the latter takes a decided 
bend southwards, It is seen from the Murree hills over 100 
miles away, Af its foot are large glaciers, Those on the east 
desornd into the Rupal nullah to a level of about 9,000 fect. 

As none of the mountains around Nanga Parbat and de- 
tached from it exceed 17,000 feet, it is seen unobstructedly 
from all sides, Seen from Gor on the Indus a sheer height of 
22,000 fect is visible within a distance of thirty miles, From 
the usual passes into Astor 16,000 fret vertical is seen, 

The outline and grouping of this great mass, rising glisten- 
ing white with pinnaeles of ice, and dome of snow above the 
dark lower ranges just as some huge marble cathedral rises 
above al] meaner buildings is n sight never to be forgotten.

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Up to 18/2 neither Astor nor Gilgit had been annexed by 
the Sikhs, At that date an invasion from Yasin drove out the 
former rulers of Gilgit, who appealed for help, to the Sikhs ; a 
few regiments were sent and the Sikh commander, Nethu 
Shah, occupied Gilgit, and married the daughters of the Rajas 
of Yasin, Hunza and Nagyr. Since then the history may be 
briefly snmmarized. In 1847 9 mid from Hunza was followed 
by an invasion of that country ; it was unsuccessful, and Nathu 
Shah was killed. 

In 1852 Gilgit was invaded from Yasin, o large relieving 
foree from Astor was annihilated, and th: garrisons were mas- 
sacred. 

Tn 1860. under Devi Singh, the whole country was ro- 
occupied, and even Yasin overrm. A punitive expedition to 
Hunza_in 1865 utterly failed, and the tribes around Gilgit again 
rose, Tho fort was invested, but reinforcements arrived and 
the besieging hordes broke up. 

Darel was then invaded. Since that time the Dogrn os- 
cendancy has heen undisputed, although the Hunzas more 
than once gave trouble, and even captured the frontier fort of 
Chaprot, 

This was fully avenged by the very successful expedition 
(1891-92) under the orders of Colonel Durand, which captured 
Nilt by assualt, and, in spite of glaciers, precipices, and a brave 
foe, stormed the sangars beyond, thus turing the flank of the 
defenders ; then pressing on captured the whole country with- 
out further fighting, thus reducing all opposition up to the 
Pamir and Chinese frontier. 

This was followed up by the brilliant conquest of Chilas by 
‘a mere handful of troops under Sir George Robertson. 

Astor, Gilgit and some of the countries beyond. are inhabited 
by a race termed Dard, and classified by many ethnologists 
under the name Galcha, They are of Aryan type, 

There are considerable local differences, but, as a race, 
they are of medium pet and strongly built, Their features 
are long and oval, head doliccaphalic, nose strongly curved, 
expression rather fierce and sinister, Some few are of fair 
complexion and light cyes; but they aro not so fnir as the 
Kashmiris, They usually wear dark woollen clothes, with a 
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peculiar cop made of 9 bag with its edges rolled up, They arc 
an inde it and bold race, more atraightforward than tho 
Kashmiris and Jess blood-thirsty than the Pathan. All are 
Muhammadans except the tribes of Kafirstan, Some of the 
districts bordering the Indus are republics. Communication 
with Badoklushan is easy by the Darkot ond Barogil Passes, 
which are the lowest depressions in the great Hindu Kush and 
Karakorum chains, from Bamien on the west to the unknown 
of Tibet on the cast, 

The conntry, however, is of such an unfertile and diffcult 
character as to be only practicable for small bodies of mon. 
Some of Timour’s hordes entered Chitral from tho north, but 
none but Mongals and nomads could have done to. 


HUNZA AND NAGYR. 


Protected by giant mountains and unfordable nvers these 
tribes lived in secunty on the banks of tho Hunza river. Nu- 
merous well-cultivated villages are scattered about and are 
most charmingly fertile, The former Chicf or Thum of Hunza 
sent marauders across the Kilik or Shimshal Passes, who attack- 
ed Yarkand caravans, Frequently the two tribes would fight 
one another, but occasionally combine to raid the Gilmt dis. 
trict, They are now tributary to Kashmir ond a British 
officer on political duty resides in ‘Honzo. The people seom 
well content with e peaceful administration and just rule which 
interferes little with any internal affain. 

Tribal levies were sent to Chitral in 1895, and were loyal 
and usefol.

8. Cortain preserves are fixed for game in addition to the 
private jegizs. . 

Licenses for shooting are necessary, and there are closed 
seasons, a8 well es limited number of heads allowed por gun. 
‘The detailed rules can be obtained from Mejor Badolyffe. 
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9. Hishing is prohibited in all sacred tanks and between 
the first and third bridges at Srinngar. 

Special fishing licenses are needed for the lakes and rivers, 

There are also special rules with regard to the occupation 
of quarters at Srinagar or Gulmorg. For details the official 
rules should bo consulted. 

TARIFF OF BOAT HIRE. 

The hire of a first-class dunga with crew is Rs, 45 per men- 
sem, The crew should consist of at least four persons, women 
and children over twelve years of age to be considered as ablo- 
bodied members of a crew, 

The hire of o shikati is determined by the number of the 
crew, who are paid at the mate of Rs. 7 or 8 per mensem, and 
Bs, 2 for the boat. When boats are taken out of Srinagar, 
boatmen are entitled to rassad at the rate of half-an-anua per 
man per diem. Rule 57 I-A should be consulted.

side of the valley in the hollows of Tatakuti and Brahma Sakn] 
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there are permanent beds of nevé of considerable size and depth 
but not properly denominated glaciers. Of very recent years 
the subject of co movements has been receiving study by 
a Commission International des Glaciers, and the Geological 
Department in India is taking it up. In Kumaon and 
Lahoul sowhe surveys have been made ; but the most important 
work was done by Ar, H, Hayden in Nagyr. Apparently 
in most parts of the Himalayas the glaciers Huctante in size, 
but the alteration of a few hundred fect is spread over long 
periods. But in Hunza and Nagyr the phenomenal, I moy 
say unique, movement of some miles in o few months has been 
attested by reliable witnesses, 


My information (Septomber 1906) wns that tho Hassan- 
abad glacier had advanced 6 miles in three years, the advance 
cach year being betiween the beginning of Juno and ond of 
August, and being grentest in 1905. This modifies slightly the 
statements, made to Mr, Hayden (Geological Survey of India, 
Vol. XXXV, part 3, page 135), and seems more probable, 


The local appearances quite agree with the statement of the 
Woazir, that 40 years ago the glacier was as far or evan further 
down the valley, And it appeared to me that in geolosical 
time tho glaciers from Hispar and other lateral valleys of the 
Hunza river extended some miles below Aliabad, and that the 
plateaux on cither side of the river, now so richly cultivated, are 
mainly ancient moraine. 


The Yengutsa glacier above Hispar village has also advanced 
about two miles since it was mappod in 1892 by Conway. This 
work of surveying is far too extensive to be taken up thoroughly 
by the geological Department. And itis one in which travellers 
and sportmen can render valuable help. Ibis officially suggested 
that photographs (with the camera level) should be taken 
from some marked spot near the snout of any glacier, A cairn 
may be built and a rock marked by chisel or paint, especially 
noting the ice cave where the sub-glacial stream escapes. There 
should be some easily recognised Iandmark in each photo, 
Any measurements, or simple plone-table survey of the 
snout would much enhance the value of a report,
